Rabbi or no Rabbi ? 


Tue interest manifested by the public in the many questions 


involved in this ome, as indicated by the correspondence that has 
reached us in reference to the letter from the Curer RABBI, 
we published in our issue of the 8th inst., shows beyond doubt 
its far-reaching and indeed grave importance. It is evidently 
realised that Jewish religion in this country, so far at least as it 
depends upon Rabbinic light and leading, is Seriously jeopardised 
by the invidious position in which the office has -begn 
placed by what has occurred. It stands to reason that if the 
status of Rabbi is to remain in a chaotic and uncertain condition, 
the influeuce of our Rabbis and their teaching can at best be 
questionable. And anyone who has followed what has happened in 
reference to Rabbi Levy, of Durban, cannot be otherwise than 
deeply impressed with the unsatisfactory state of affairs that pre- 
vails. Nor are we in the least sure that what Dr. Hertz and the 
Beth Din have decided as to recognising in future persons as Rabbis 


only, who have obtained the degree “from a representative Ecclesias- 


tieal body or from a well-known Jewish traditional institution of 
Academic rank,” commendable as it is as a recognition of the diffi- 
culty that prevails, will greatly better these conditions. For one 
thing it is doubtful whether the rule will be accepted, for it is out 
of accord with long usage. We cannot believe that the general 
public will refuse to render the title of Rabbi to one upon whom 
it has been conferred by some recognised Rabbi of eminence and 
renown. His selection may well be far more reliable than that of 
a less able and respected Rabbi, who in future is to be preferred

for the purpose of granting Rabbinic Diplomas is to be limited to 
those that are, to use the Carer RApsi's expression, traditional. 
But the qualification is altogether indefinite, because wholly com- 
parative. It is as uncertain in application as is proverbially the 
kindzed term Orthodox. And fidally the plan adumbrated by Dr. 
Hentz ignores those who now call themselves and are called Rabbis 
without justification or real title—and it on we have been told

secured be true, there must bse many “~ Rabbis” up and down 
the country who have not the least right to bear the distinc- 
tion. That alone, in our view, is sufficient to reduce the 
Cuter Rapes proposal to a virtual nullity. But all these 
are considerations for the future. For the time being, the 
gentleman around whom this controversy has spun, must 
not be forgotten, and we feel that instead of publishing the 
opinions of our readers on the whole subject, we should reserve 
for Rabbi Levy the next word in which he can tell his 
version of what has happened. He has returned to South Africa 
and time for his commanication must be allowed. But we are 
bound to say that, having regard to such facts as are known, he 
seems to have been treated both inconsiderately and unfairly 
We have yet to know bow it came abont that he 
was not passed as Rabbi by Jews’ College. Remember: the examin. 
ation set for candidates for the position of Rabbi is an examination 
ad hoc —that is one made at the whim or pleasure of the examiner in 
point of ‘stiffness.’ And there can be no question that Rabbi Levy 
was from the first discouraged in his ambition to become a 
Rabbi by those to whom for the purpose of obtaining that 
Diploma he would have to submit himself. Neither can there 
be any question about the manner in which the examinionat 
was postponed and delayed—considering that he- was due to 
return to his congregation. Or was that fact employed in the 
manner we mention in the hope that he would not be able to stay 
in this country long enough to complete the examination? 
Nor can we think that Rabbi’ Levy has not cause for very 
serious complaint at the action of Rabbis Amie. and Rapinow!tz 
in first giving hin what Dr. Hertz maintains—as do the other 
members of the Beth Din—were documents conferring on him 
Hatarat Haraah and then repudiating them as such. 


We have 

stood throughout this controversy for two things—the efficiency and . 
status of the Rabbinic office and fair and just treatment to Rabbi . 
Levy, who seems to us to have been made the victim of what our ; 
contributor “ BeNnamat” aptly calls Rabbi-politics. In this endeavour | 
we are gratified to think that the Community is ready to afford ug a 
the utmost support.

Arabs and Jews. 


We are all for promoting and encouraging in every way that is 
possible, within proper limits,friendly relations and good understand: 
ing between the Jews and Arabs in Palestine, and for years we have 
urged the necessity of that policy. But whatever the consequences, - 
it should surely be subject to a due regard for Jewish dignity > 
and self-respect. There are times and seasons for all things, and 
we cannot think that this is either the fitting time or the desirable 
season for Professor BropeTsky, on behalf of the Zionist Organisa- 
tion of which he is one of the leading members, when a Com- 
mission is sitting in Palestine to inquire into recent massacres be 
of Jews by Arabs, to parley in London with a rep: esentative ry 
of those responsible for the wholesale murder of our people. | 
Not alone have the blood and the life of Jews been rtacri- : 
ficed with appalling brutality, but Jewish hcnour has “bled rif 
at every vein” as a result of Arab violence. We Jews have 
throughout history persistently turned the left cheek to the smiter: ra 
ZANGWILL used to say that there were in this respcct no such be 
thorough-going Christiaus as are Jews. But it is possible to push 
this passion for forgiving our enemies so far as to render that fine 
spirit somewhat indistinguishable from the proverbia! Ghetto crawl 


which our people acquired through long, dark ages of repression and 


suppression. Zionists ought to be the first to show that such 
cringing has been overcoms in them by a more manly attitude. 
Besides, Dr. Bropetakys geste is certain to be mistaken by the 
general public, who will inevitably come to the conclusion ti at in 
the view of the Zionist Executive the blame for the terrible oceur- 
rences in Palestine between the Jews and the Arabs was six of one 
and half a dozen of the other. That surely isnot the impression 
the Organisation wishes to give to the world, even before the Com- 
mission of Inquiry has reported. 


Colour Prejudice. 

We are pleased to note that the Society of Friends ig 
initiating a campaign against the Colour bar, which is growing 
in this country. It is noticeable chiefly in Hotels where persons of 
colour are on that account being refused accommodation. The 
proprietors gre probably influenced in this matter by their Americag 
visitors; for in America, as is weil known, the colour prejudice 
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is general and intense. But the spirit and temper inducing it are 
wrong, and indefensible. They are a defiance of the best teachings 
of all Religion which tolerates no differentiation on account of 
racial difference between any of God's creatures. Jews bave 
abundant reason for appreciating this and for urging it where 
possible. For racial prejudice against the Negro is the identical 
sentiment on which anti-Semitism bases itself, and one is as 
reprehensible as the other. To allow this prejudice to grow is to 
risk social relations becoming fatally poisoned. We wis the 
Movement for countering it the utmost success. 


“Food for Pessimism.” 


AnovuTt the premises on which a correspondent, whose Iciter 
appears in another column under the above caption, constructs bis 
argument, there can be little t» demur, whatever may be thought 
of the conc! usions at which he arrives. There is, to be sure, food— 
to repletion—for pessimism in many of the items it falls to our lot 
to record from time to time among the march of events in our 
community. For such examples as our correspondent mentions— 
and it would be easy to multiply them —indicate a considerable and 
woofnal degeneration in more than one direction of Anglo-Jewry. The 
writer of the letter, as be intimates in the signature he has apponded 
t»> it, is one of our Ministers, and the reason for his choosing anony- 
mity will be understood and respected. He is quite right in saying 
that there are ugly cracks visible tn the Communal struc‘ure. There 
are—who will deny it ?—ominous signs of a sapping of its very 
foundations. We are not given to pointing to other days and 
declaring them better. We are fully mindlulof the admonition of the 
w.sest cf men not to indulge in any such view. But on the other 
hand, facts are stubborn things, and it would be difficult to match in 
days gone by, quite the extent of the drift from the cherisbed princi- 
ples upon whch a Jewish Community sbould rely, that bas 
become manifest of late. As a Minister our correspondent has 
alfundant opportunities for realising that prevailing conditions 
cughlt, as he declares, to give us seriously to think. His plea cannot 
be adequately examined within the compass of a single newspaper 
article. We doubt whether a complete investigation can be made 
through the columns of any journal. But our observation tells us 
that our correspondent is at least upon the right track for tracing 
the basic cause of the state of affairs he so rightly deplores, 
and it follows, for seeking a remedy, when be asks “where are 
the leaders?” It is, we are convinced, a lack of high-minded 
and sincerely Jewish leadership—leadership imbued with 
worthy principles—which, throughout, the Community lacks. 
The same bas to be said of religious as of lay leadership. 
The Turkish proverb is constantly being exemplified which 
declares that the fish goes rotten at the head! Still, withal, 
there is room for, anyway, a tinge of optimism. Our correspondent’'s 
letter affords it; for the very first step to remedying disease is 
to recognise its existence, and this he fully does. Moreover, there 
has been during the last few years a remarkable growth in Anglo- 


Jewry of interest in matters Jewish. Much of it ultimately runs 


to seed because of the circumstances in which it is environed, it 
is true; but some of it flourishes. And one thing that can be 
done to grapple with tbe evil is to encourage the good spirit 
and demand constantly and persistently that those who in any 
capacity undertake to lead our people shall do so in obedience 
to the dictates of righteousness, upon which alone any Community 
can be built up. It is by no means an easy task. It is for the 
most part a thankless and worrying one, in which anxiety and 
vexation are a chiefelement. But anyone who, as our correspon- 
dent puts it, bas the slightest interest in the welfare of the 
Community will pay no regard to the discouragement—and worse 
—which usually falls to the lot of those who would morally 
uplift their fellows. They will go on with their work undeterred, 
conscious of its urgent need,’ and, as the poet sings, taking the 
showers as they fall, will be content in the — that in the end 
there will “a little garden blossom.”

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


This and That. 


By Mentor. 


Y LETTER bag this week has contained a batch of 
indignant protests anent the article which appeared in 
this column in the last issue of Tue JewisH CHRONICLE, 


concerning the transactions between the authorities 
of the Hampstead Synagogue and Rabbi Brodie. Reading them, 


I began to wonder whether, in calling attention to this matter, 


I had not been led into something like touching the Lord's 
annointed, because what I said involved a question about the public 
conduct of those who inhabit the sublime spbhers of Warden's 
box in this very prosperous congregation. The indignation 
expressed, in the communications to which I refer, at my having 
ventured anything like criticism, and newspaper criticism at that, 
about anything done or left undone by these gentlemen is really 
classic. The leitmotif of the ebullition was to tell me that I 
had indulged in what was no more than a “stunt,” or that I had 
lighted on “ something sensational! in order to sell your (sic) paper.”’ 
That cheap and ridiculous nonseuse is, as Carlyle would have said, 
indicative of much. It shows the poor public sense that reigns in 
the Hampstead heights and the dense ignorance of spirit which 
prevails in thiscongregation. To be sure, however, in that respect 
it is not singular. 


To one and all who have addressed me in tones such a; 
I have so inadequately described, I would say—employing 
Disraeli's immortal adjuration—"Petulance is not sarcasm, 
insolence is not invective.” And I would add that where petu- 
lance and insolence are in this way resorted to, there is strong 
confirmation of the justice of the complaint which is resented 
but not answered. Only one correspondent takes anything like 
a reasonable view of the parlous position in which his Wardens 
stand until they explain satisfactorily—and publicly—what so 
far as they go really happened in this Brodie matter. He 
suggests they have fallen into that common sin of trop de zele. 
They were naturally anxious about the future of their pulpit, and 
desirous of securing an able and worthy Minister asked one of 
their colleagues who happened to be going to Melbourne to sound 
Rabbi Brodie with a view to seeing whether he would be willing to 
fill the vacancy. For some reason it so happened that Rabbi Brodie 
was particularily desirous of returning to England, and the 
Hampstead emissary, anxious not to miss the opportunity of his 
services for his Synagogue, went rather too far is his negotiations. 
I should not be surprised to find this to be about the truth of the 
matter. 
issued when the report appeared that Rabbi Brodie had received 
a “call” to Hampstead, to be accounted for. Why the facts, even if 
they pointed to what has been called an Institutional Irregularity, 
should not have been made public, and why,-in place of that 
straightforward course, a twisting piece of deception should have 
_ been resorted to, I cannot tell, even from a careful} perusal of the 
correspondence to which I allude. 


Moresignificant, however, than any of the letters that have reached 
me on this mysterious topic are—if I may be permitted the Irishism 
—the communications that have not come to hand. From neither 
of the three Honorary Officers at Hampstead, nor from their 
Ambassador extraordinary have I receivedaline. They evidently 
dare not produce the letter from him Rabbi Brodie%asks them, in 
justice to himself, to publish. Nor has their Minister2sent a word 
to explain and defend the course taken by them in, so it would 
appear, hawking about and haggling over the the position he has 
filled for so long with so much distinction, in a manner at once so 
undignified, so illegal, and having regard to that démenti, so 
neglectful of the righteous principles he has preached to his 
flock for so many years. About the reason for this “shyness,” I, 
for one, have no manner of doubt. It adds discredit to an incident 
which, as it so far has been revealed, is distinctly not creditable. 
For the ominous silence, showing so unerringly a consciousness of 
the blameworthiness of those responsible, results partly from a fear 
to acknowledge fault and from an absurd and contemptible false 
amour propre happily foreign to the principles that rule in English 
public life and which we Jews living im this country ought to 
endeavour to assimilate. So long as Communal life is carried on in 
the Hampstead fashion, so long must there be but a poor prospect 
for the future, from all points of view, of Anglo-Jewry. 


HE other evening I listened, as did I doubt not many thousands of 
others, tothe remarkable Radio of that remarkable performance, 
“Journey's End.” One effect of the Broadcast on’me was to

send me to see the play at the Prince of Wales Theatre, and I 
confess that my admiration for the gifted author was thereby 
increased even over what I felt in regard to him by “listening in.” 
The performance throughout possesses a rare realism and gives the 
impression of truth in every detail. Nor, almost incredible as some 
of the incidents in the play would appear if told, do they seem in 
the least over-drawn or exaggerated or mere fiction, as they are 
presented on the stage. They strike one as just the things to 
expect when the war-drum throbs. The literature and the sentiment 
of the performance reach the artistic, and in short “Journey's 
End” appeals as a true picture of War, 


But as I left the Theatre, I asked myself what was likely to be 
the effect of Mr. Sheriff's production on those who heard or 
witnessed it. It is thought, I know, that the play will 


provide, as I suppose it is intended to, propaganda in favour 
of Peace by creating a horror of War and all that War 
entails. No human being with an ounce of human sentiment or a 


grain of right feeling, could feel otherwise than nauseated by 
the thoughts which the play brings so vividlyto mind. There is the 
terribly degraded life which has to be lived, the awful 
disregard of the value of life, and the utter futility of every- 
thing associated with military operations, military demands, and, 
indeed, the whole system of military effort. But presented as 
vividly, as graphically portrayed as it all is in “ Journey's End,” not- 
withstanding I venture to doubt whether the play will deter 
the war spirit very much. Human nature is essentially capricious, 
and if there were cause to-morrow for-an international quarrel, 
the very hardships and horrors which this play depicts would, I 
believe, form an actual inducement to men of spirit and courage and 
adventure to goand “join up.” There will be Raleighs with fine 
ideals and splendid aspirations who will see nothing of the brutality 
and beastliness of war and will look only at the glory and honour, 
however evanescent, that can be plucked from war service. And 
there will be mothers and sisters ready to tease reluctant Raleighs 
into presenting themselves to the Recruiting Officer by dangling 
white feathers in the faces of those who have a love for life and a 
detestation of depriving others of it. I meed bardly add that 
in ‘my view what I have said about “Journey's End” is 
applicable to the many “ War” novels that have recently appeared. 
Their purpose is Peace, but their effect I am sure must be to foster 
the war-spirit ready for its being aroused. 


SENTENCE which occurred in the course of a communication 
published in THe JEWisH CHRONICLE last week seems to me to 
deserve special attention.

In many organisations those who once attain 
office expect to be kept in the position as long as they choose, and 
their wishes are usually accorded with, because it is feared that if 
they are not, these “limpets” will be annoyed and remove their 
support, often financially valuable, from the institution. This main- 
tainiog in office almost permanently of the same men is the best 
possible opportunity for the flourishimg of irregularities such as have 
recently come to light; and besides it keeps out of service many 
whose aid might be invaluable. It has been suggested that a time 
limit should be the invariable rule for the holding of honorary 
office—long enough to secure continuity in the work but not 
eternal. There is always, it must be remembered, a permanent 
staff of officials by whom that continuity will be, within proper 
limits, maintained.

Obituary. 


Mr. MOSES LOVESTONE (Birminglam). 


Birmingham Jewry has suffered a serious loss in the death of Mr. 
Moses Lovestone, which occurred with startling and tragic suddenness on 
Sabbath morning last. He appeared to be in normal health on Friday ; 
but on his way to Synagogue on Sabbath morning, he collapsed in the 
street and expired before medical attention could be summosed. He was 
sixty-seven years of age and leaves a widow, five daughters and two sons. 
His official duties were those of Second Reader, Secretary and Collector of 
the Central Synagogue and Beth Hamedrasb, and Secretary, Collector and 
Teacher to the Birmingham Talmud Torah. But he was something more 
than an official. His heart and soul lay in the welfare of these Institu- 
tions in the founding of which, many years ago, he played a big part. 

The funeral, which was attended by representatives of all local Syna- 
gogues and Institutions, was on Sunday. The cortége halted outside the 
Central Synagogue, and the coffin was carried inside, where Rabbi Z. 
Hodes delivered a He:ped to a crowded congregation. At its conclusion, 
El Molé Rachamim was recited by the Rev. I. Woolf, and the ceremony 
concluded with the continual chanting by Talmud Torah boys of the words 
TOYS 77 ow") as the coffin was borne outside. 

At a meeting which had been previously arranged to be held in the 
afternoon of the Beth Hamedrash Committee, a vote of condolence was 

. passed tothe family, and after tributes tothe memory of the deceased had 
been paid by Mr. Ackerman, President, Mr. D. Bernstein, Chairman and 
others, the meeting was adjourned. 


SOME TRIBUTES. 


The Rev. Dr. A. COHEN writes: The death of Mr. M. Lovestone will 
be severely felt by the Birmingham Beth Hamedrash and Talmud Torab, 
with which he was most closely associated since their inauguration 
thirty-five years ago. A more faithful and conscientious official than he 
no Congregation could desire. His whole life was devoted to the interests 
of the Institutions he served. Of the Talmud Torah he was Secretary 
and Headmaster; of the Beth Uamedrash he was, besides Secretary, 
Assistant Reader, Baal Korah and Baal Tokea. In addition, being a 
master of Midrash, he was frequently the Darshan, and his clever addresses 
were highly appreciated by his listeners. His hard-working career came 
to an abrupt end on Sabbath morning as he was making his way to the 
Service. He passed suddenly from the MM30 of the earthly Sabbath to 


the O°O>5yN “AD M130 which is promised to the faithful servants of the 


Most High. His name will long be remcmbered with honour and gratitude 
in the Community to which he rendered such arduous and loyal service. 


Moses Lovestone came of the family ="SM JAN. They all sanctified 


their lives to serve Israel and above all°to spread the Law of God among 
the Children of Israel. He was not only a teacher during the time when 
he stayed in the Talmud Torab, but all jhis thoughts were coricentiated 
on infusing and increasing the knowledge of our Torah in our children. 
For that purpose, I may say, be worked from a young man up to the last 
day of bis life. May the Almighty console his wife, sons and daughters.—

From the early days of its existence, Mr. Moses Lovestone was the 
heart and soul of the Beth Hamedrash, and bis devotion helped it to grow 
from a small Chebra to become the Central Synagogue. He regarded 
the welfare of the Beth Hamedrash and the Talmud Torah as his life- 
work, and for close on 40 years he seryed both loyally and with all his 
heart an] strength. The members of the Central Synagogue will never 
forget the many inspiring addresses he gave on different occasions, and 
they will sorely miss the hours he spent every week expoundiog the 
wid. No Simcha was ever complete without Mr. Lovestone’s speech, 
which was always refreshing and to the point, and revealed the depth of 
his Jewish learning. Hundreds of Birmingham Jews will mourn the loss 
of their beloved teacher, for as Headmaster of the Talmud Torah two 
generations of scho'ars came under his care. I, who came into contact 
with bim daily, will miss his help and advice in carrying on the work of 
the Central Synagogue. Sy Oar loss will

Recorder and “ Jewish Alibis.” 


Mr. Hemmerde, K.C., Exalains. 


It will be remembered thatin the course of a recent case which 
came before him at Liverpool, where he is Recorder, Mr. E. G. 
Hemmerde, K.C., was reported to have observed with reference to some 
évidenco that was tendered by a Jewish witness: “ These Jewish alibis 
are becoming too frequent. Apparently when itis acase of helping a 
co-religionist they do not pay any attention to the truth.” 

The incident was discussed by the Deputies of British Jews, and 
at ihe last meeting it was reported that no reply had been received to the 
letter addressed on behalf of that body to Mr. Hemmerde. 

Iu the course of an interview Which he was good enough to afford 
me (writes a representative of THE JEWIsH CHRONICLE), Mr. Hemmerde 
indignantly denied the imputation of anti-Semitism. 

“ Everybody in Liverpool knows,” he said, “that my remarks had 
reference solely to certain Jews in Liverpool. I, of course, had not the 
slightest intention of attacking the Jewish race as a whole.” 

' IT asked the Recorder if he did not think that his statement lent itself 
to the interpretation which the Jéwish public in general had placed on it. 

Mr. HEMMERDE said he did not think so. “I do not think,” he said, 
“that the statement in question ought to give such an . impression, 
perticularly as I am well-known to have always defended Jews. For 
example, during the war, I fought against the anti-alien cry [which war, 
of course, very largely directed against the Jews. I took up this attitude 
both inside and outside the House of Commons.” 

“ Was pot your statement then of too dogmatic a character?” asked 
our representative. Again Mr. Hemmerde did not agree, saying that it 
was made in @ certain. connection which everyone ought to have 
understood. It was made immediately after one or two cases of clear 
pe: jury on the part of some foreign Jews had come to his notice. One 
ease in particular, was an extremely bad one, and he was forced to 
draw the attention of the Public Prosecutor to it. 

“My remarks,” said Mr. Hemmerde, with great emphasis, “ were 
meant to apply tothe particular conditions which I found in Liverpool 
at the time. They did not deal in general with the Jewish race, but with 
particular people and were so understood in Liverpool. I have there- 
fore, no intention whatever of withdrawing a single word I said, 
because what I said was true.” 

Mr. Hemmerde said that he had beentin correspondence wit Mr. 
Haldip, K.C. He did not reply to Mr. Rich, the Secretary to the Deputies, 
because he thought that Mr. Haldin had the matter in hand. 

Mr. HWemmerde mentioned that only a short time before the case in 
question he had lectured to a Jewish Society in Liverpool. 

“It is the only Society in Liverpool to which I have lectured since I 
bave been Recorder.” he added, “and I have been Recorder over 20 


years.”

STUDENT-TUTORSHIP EXPERIMENT. 


A meeting of the Council of Jews’ College was held on Monday, at 
60, London Wall, E.C., the Chairman of the Council, Mr. 8. JAPHET, 
presiding. There were also present : 


Dayan Dr. Asher Feldman, Dayan H. M. Lazarus, Professor A. Biichlier. 
Rabbi Dr. Samne! Daiches, the Rev. Ephraim Levine, the Rev. J. F. Stern, 
Messrs. J. Wassermann, E. N. Adler, 8. Moses, Ernest Lesser, Major Stern, 
Messrs. E. D. Lowy, F. D. Benjamin, 8. Newman, 5. M. Heilbat, and the Secre- 
tary, Mr. Stephany. 


Professor BUCHLER referred to the impending retirement of the 
Provost of University College, Sir Gregory Foster, and on his motion, 
seconded by Mr. JAPHET, it was agreed to send Sir Gregory a letter 
thanking him for what he bad done for Jews’ College students. 

Oa the motion of the CHAIRMAN, votes of condolence were passed to 
Dr. H. Hirschfeld and to Professor Sir Hermann Gollancz, on their 
bereavi ment. 

Mr. JAPHET announced, in connection with the resignation of Mr. 


Herbert Beatwich from the Council, that the Executive recommended 


that in recognition of Mr. Bentwich’s fifty years’ services he should be 
elected a Vice-President of the College. The recommendation was 
carried unanimously. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the Executive had nominated Mr. Laurie 
Magnus to fill the vacancy on the Council, and that Mr. Magnus’s elec- 
tion would be moved at the next meeting of the Council. 

Mr. JAPHET read an extract from the Minutes of the Education 
Committee meeting held on November 13th, which stated that the ques- 
tion arose as to the position of two applicants for admission to the 
College who had passed the matriculation examination, but whose 
religious knowledge was not of a sufficiently high standard to enable them 
to pass the entrance examination. Dr. Bichler reported that in 
these two cases the candidates would require special tuition in Hebrew 
subjects, but unfortunately there were no facilities for this at the College. 

Dr. FELDMAN suggested that this was an admirable opportunity to 
carry out the proposition which he had previously made for the appoint- 
ment of student-tutorships. It was decided to recommend to the 
Council that these two candidates be admitied to the College for the 
purpose of receiving intensive instruction in Hebrew subjects for a period 
of three months, after xhich Dr. Biichler would report on their progress. 
The necessary tuition during the three months should be provided by 
graduate Students of the Coliege, and it was deciied to recommend to the 
Council that for a period of three months one of the students be engaged 
to teach the two candidates at a certain fee. 

The Council agreed to the experiment. 


Sale of Queen Square House. 


It was reported by Mr. JAPHKT that contracts had been signed for the 
sale of Qaeea Square House and that a portion of the property bad been 
handed to the purchasers for building purposes. Mr. Japhet added that 
their hopes of acquiring a better site pear Euston Square had been 
shattered. Their architect considered it unsuitable for the building 
which they required. 

Mr. ERNEST LESSER said that the United Synagogue felt very much 
indebted to certain students of Jews’ College for their fine rendering of 
services during the recent Holy Days. 


lt was decided to awa:d Mr, E. Cashdan an additional £25 upon his, 


having passed the M.A. degree; Mr. B. Joseph, £50 as a reward for 
special merit shown in the annual examination; and Mr. 5. Clayman, 
£100 per annum as an entrance scholarship. 


Jews College Union Society. 

A luncheon was held by the Society last Monday, in the Union rooms, 
iv honour of Professor Parbridge, who is on a visit to Eogland from 
America. Mr. J. Weintrobe, B.A., presided. Dr. Marmorstein and Dr. 
Daiches paid tribute to the great scholarship of Professor Farbridge. Ia 
the course of an address on “The Spiritual Conditions of Americas 
Jewry,” Professor Farbridge referred to three main divisions into which 
the Jews were divided in the United States. They were Orthodox, Con- 
servative and “Liberal.” With the growth of the Jewish Theological 
Seminary in America and the United Synagogues of America, the ortho- 
dox elements in Jowry, he said, had become organised and had been able 
to prevent the growth of the “Liberal” movement. “Liberal” Jews in 
America had realised as a result of their bitter experience that withous 
the traditional symbols and ceremonies of Judaism, Judaism could not 
continue to live and exercise its influence as a spiritual force in the world 
to-day.

“SCURRILOUS HOUNDS.” 
[From a Correspondent.] 


Scenes of almost indescribable pandemonium were witnessed at a 
meeting held on Sunday last at the Isaac Samuel Memorial Buildings, 
Cathedral Road, Cardiff, convened at the instance of the old Cardiff 
Jewish Board of Guardians, for the parpose of receiving the accounts 
and auditors report for the period? from November 12th, 1928, to the 
date of the cessation of the Board's activities, July 15th, 1929. 

The meeting was presided over by the Chairman of the old Board, 
Mr. Barnett Janner. It was early apparent that the meeting was going 
to be a lively one, and the room. was packed to overflowing. The late 
Treasurer was not present. 

In his opening remarks, Mr. BARNETT JANNER stated, amid the 
cheers of a certain portion of the audience and shouts of dissent from 
others, that he was going to clear the good name of Jewry, which had 
been sullied by “ scurrilous hounds.” 

The accounts and a report were read by auditors, disclosing a total 
debt of £958 19s. ld. Mr. Janner invited questions. Immediately the 
meeting was in an uproar and questions were hurled at the Chairman 
from all sides, amid continuous interruption, shouting and jeering, and the 
Chairman, although shouting at the top of his voice, was almost 
inaudible, owing to the terrific din. 

Mr. Janner’s replies took the form of impassioned speeches, and 
were not acceptable to the questioners, who persisted, but were howled 
down. 

Mr. D. B. Levinson, B.A., B.Sc., Solicitor, asked permission of the 
Chairman to be allowed a hearing, which was refused, Mr. Janner stating 
that he could only allow questions on the balance-sheet, and no discussion. 
This ruling was obviously not to the liking of many present, and shouts 
of “Fair Play” and “ Give him a hearing,” were heard, 

Eventually, Mr. Levinson was allowed to speak, and proceeded to 
criticise the accounts and report. He said that he would demon- 
strate beyond all doubt that the criticisms which led to the disbanding 
of the old Board were fully justified. A sensation was icaused by 
the production by Mr. Levinson of an _ earlier report made 
by the Auditors, which the Speaker said had been suppressed. 
Immediately the Chairman sprang to his feet and accused Mr. 
Levinson of having unfairly procured the suppressed report and of 
ungentlemanly conduct in disclosing it. Heated exchanges took place, 
but it was soon made clear by Mr. Levinson, and later confirmed by Mr. 
H. H. Roskin, B.A., B.Sc., barrister-at-law, the Chairman of -the 
re-organised Cardiff Jewish Board of Guardians, that the report had been 
submitted to Mr. Levinson quite openly and without reserve by the 
Auditors. In spite of boding and interruptions from the disorderly section 
of the audience,.Mr. Levinson proceeded to read the suppressed report, 
which adversely criticised the administration and accounts of the old 
Board. The report stated that the Board did not know what went on, 
bad no method, bad organisation, lack of vouchers, etc. 

The Speaker made other startling disclosures, including the statement 
that large lump sum items appearing in the accounts!were unvouched, 
and be referred specifically to the items. 

The Chairman and others continuously interrupted Mr. Levinson, 
who was finally shouted down, and prevented from continuing his dis- 
closures, and left the meeting. The Chairman then explained that 
the report in question had since been modified by the auditors and 
withdrawn. 

Mr. H. H RoskIN commented upon the balance-sheet and asked 
the Chairman why the number of subscribers had fallen from over 
400 in the previous year to under 300, in the present period. Mr. 
Roskin resented the interruptions to which he was subjected by the 

Chairman, and told him that he was not impressed by his “ Heroics” and 
"Debating tricks,” avd that he must remember that there were others in 
Cardiff who had the welfare of the Community at heart. 

Others speakers, including Mr. David Rivlin, Mr, Sol. Shepherd, and 
Mr. H. Zeligman, were also shouted: down, the last named being greeted 
with loud cries of “Sit down” and “throw him out” after he had been 
attacked by the Chairman on account of a letter which appeared in THE 
JewisH CHRONICLE last week. Eventually,in the midst of considerable 
commotion, the adoption of the balance-sheet was carried by a large 
majority. 

Amazing scenes were now witnessed when Mr, Janner, mounting 
the table, produced copies of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, and holding them 
aloft shouted in impassioned tones that he had not replied to the 
“ slanderous hounds” who had written to the Jewish Press, because they 
were not worthy of his notice. Many people by now had left the meeting, 
which bad already lasted nearly four hours, and finally closed with votes 
- of thanks to Mr. Janner, during which eulogistic reference was made to 
his many years of public service. This meeting, which Mr. Janser

The chair was taken by Mr. Barnett Janner who, I understand, was 
the Chairman of the old Board, which had recently been forced out of 
office. He was also the Chairman of the Committee of the Jewish 
Institute, which had likewise collapsed. 

The meeting bad before it the balance-sheet covering the last eight 
months of the life of the old Board. The Treasurer was absent. Mr. 
Barnett Janner quickly showed that be would allow no discussion, but 
only questions. 

At the outset he referred to recent correspondents to your paper as 
“ Seurrilous Hounds writing to the Press.” 

Questions were roughly interrupted by the Chairman, who at the top 
of his voice hurled insults at all who criticised. 

The meeting lasted four hours and Mr. Janner was on his feet for 
over three. 

In the course of the meeting it transpired that the original report of 
the Auditors had been suppressed. Attempts were made to criticise the 
figures of the balance-sheet, but these were ruled out of order. 

Amazing scenes occurred at the close of the meeting. 

Mr. Janner, who seemed beside himself, literally foamed at the 
mouth and in a moment of frenzy, jumped on the table and brandishing 
copies of THE JEWIsH CHRONICLE in his band, burled epithets at writers 
of recent articles and letters in THE JEWisH CHRONICLE, again referring 
to them as “Slanderous and Scurrilous Hounds,” and saying that they were 
too low to merit his notice, and that was why he had not answered in 
the Press. 

I can assure you that the above is an unprejudiced account of what 
actually took place at this amazing meeting and every thinking man and 
woman present came away amazed that such scenes should be permitted 
in any decent community.

Echools and Hebrew Education Board was opened last Sunday. There 
was a very large attendance.

Cantor A. Elfand 
officiated. The consecration addresses were delivered by Rabbis

Their ‘Talmud Torah stood pre-eminent among all the 
Talmud Torahs of England. It was a tower of strength in the 
spiritual life of the Community and it was the duty of all to support it.

Rabbi LEVIN said that the Talmud Torah was training teachers and 
helping to produce an educated laity. 

The Rev. Dr. 8. M. Le&urmMan, B.A., baving read a prayer, a number 
cf memorial and other tablets were unveiled. The Jewish National 
basner was unfurled by Mr. A. Gadian. 

Mr. 5. H. STERINART, J.P., who presided, welcomed Councillor and 
Mrs. Finburgh, and referred tothe generous contributions and help of 
Messrs. Mark Shaffer and F. A. Shiers. He paid a tribute to the 
enthusiasm and devotion of the late Mr. Jerome Jacobs. The branch, he 
said, bad been erected at a cost of £3,000 and it was a credit to the 
Community that a sum of only £500 was owingtothe Bank. He thanked 
the Principa!, the Rev. I. W. Slotki, M.A., for the sacrifices he bad made 
for the institution in an bonorsry capacity.

That 
centre must be Palestine... Side by side with territorial rebabilitation, 
there was also required a spiritual and educational revival to re-establish 
the sense of Jewish values. throughout the world. Jewish education 
under Zionist inspiration must be a Movement striving for the soli darity 
of the Jewish Community in this country with commaunitics in other 
countries. Jews mugt.be taught that they are a separate people with a 
national history and a national future. One elementary necessity, con 
cluded Mr. Simon, was that Jewish education must be given under 
conditions equal to or even superior to those conditions prevailing in non- 
Jewish educational fields. Zionism was tryiog to remake Jewish Educa 
tion, to make it an effectual instrament to produce a Jew worthy of his 


people and a worthy citizen of the country in which he lived. A dis- 
cussivn followed.

One of the most pleasing memories of Miss Ishbel MacDonald's stay 
in New York was her visit to the children’s (Police) Court in East T wenty- 
‘Second Street. She made this visit as part of her programme in connec. 
tion with social work, which she has so much at heart. She was 
welcomed by Mr. Justice Samuel 1). Levy, who presented her with a 
bouquet of orchids and hothouse thistles (the latter as a tribute to her 
Scottish origin). Miss MacDonald was deeply intetested in the routine 
of the Court, which was explained to her by Mr. Justice Levy. 


Coincident with Armistice Day appeared the official announcement 
of the promotion of Lieut.-General Sir John Monash to the full rank of 
‘General. This honour is especially gratifying to Australians, as this is 
.the first time that the rank of General has appeared in the Australian Army 
List. Sir John, who is now sixty-four years of age, joined the Australian 
Army, or as it was then called, the Australian Citizen Forces, forty-two 
years ago. On the outbreak of war he was appointed Brigadier-General, 
Major-General in 1916, and Lieut.-General in 1918, 


Although Sir John Monash is best knowa for his military ser- 


vices in Gallipeli, he commanded the Third Australian Division in 1916 
in France until 1918, when he was given the command of the Australian 
Army Corps in France, and he received the G.C.M.G. for bis distinguished 
services. He holds numerous French and Belgian military orders 
including the Croix de Guerre fronr both countries; and many academic 
distinctions in England including the D.C. L. (Oxon.) and LL.D. (Cantab.). 


Sir John, who is a civil engineer, specialises in railways, roads, 
bridges, water supplies and electric lighting, both in design and construc- 
tion, and he was the first engineer to introduce the method of re-inforced 
concrete construction into Australia. He is one of the few soldiers 
who has the unique honour of having a noted place in the war area 
named after him during his lifetime. I refer toa spot at Anzac, where 
-he was in command of the Australian forces, and where his handling of 
his men resulted in one of the famous fields being called Monash Valley. 
Sir John Monash, who is one of the most amiable and modest of men, is 
very popular in Melbourne, where he was born, especially among the Jewish 

Community.

A correspondent writes to enquire as to the origin of the 
name of Purim Place, a Bethnal Green thoroughfare. I cannot trace any 
reference to it in the text-books of London topography, but the history 
of Purim Place is given in Isaac D’Israeli’s “Curiosities of Literature.” 
Tn an interesting chapter on Street pomenclature he writes as follows: 
“fhe names of streets will often be found connected with some 
singular event or the charatter “of Some person, and anecdotes of our 
streets might occupy an eptertaining antiqauary. Notjeng ago, ebrew 
who had a quarrel with his Communify ebout the manner of celebrating 
the Jewish Festivalin commemoration of the fate of Hanan, called Pwrim, 
built a neighbourhood at Bethnal Green, and retained the subject of 
his anger In the name which the houses Dear, Purim Place. Tis may 
startle some theological antiquary at a remote period, who may idly lose 
himself in abstruse conjectures.on the sanctity of a name derived from a 
well-known Hebrew Festival, and perhaps in his imagination be induced 
to colonise the spot with an ancient horde of Israelites!” 


This was written nearly a century ago and the curious feature is that 
about that time, Isaac D'Israeli himself “had « quarrel with his Com- 
munity,” viz., the Bevis Marks Congregation, the cause of the trouble 
being his refusal to pay the Finta assessed by the Mahamad. The 
undisguised malice in D'Israeli’s writing might almost suggest that he 
himself built the neighbourhood, as he calls it. I do not know if 
Purim Plac> still exists as a street. I know it did a few years ago, but 
the name does not now appear in the Post Office Directory. Perhaps 
S50me reader can enlighten me on this point.

Philo. 


When the Schiff Library of Jewish Classics was planned by the 
Jewish Publication Society of America, the Committee were Jimited in 
the preparation of the series by the amount of the fund provided by the 
late Mr. Jacob H. Schiff, which, though most generous, could not 
provide for a complete presentation of the Jewish Classics, which 
might well cover hundreds of volumes. The Committee there- 
fore decided, in the first instance, to omit, by reason of their avail- 
ability in the Eoglish language, certain works which would otberwise 
naturally be expected to appear in such a series. This is notably the 
case in regard to two great philosophical works—the Kuzari of Judah 
Halevi, which has been translated into English by Dr. Hartwig Hirschfeld, 
and the Guide of the Perplexed of Moses Maimonides, which has an 
Eoglish version by the hand of the late Dr. Michael Friedlaender. 
Similarly, two great names like those of Fiavius Josephus and Philo of 
Alexandria, although rightfully belonging to a series of Jewish Classics, 
were not inclu led, because the Jewish Publication Society of America 
were given to understand that they had already been selected for 
publication in the Loeb Classical Library. That hope has since 
been realise]. Three volumes of Josephus, translated by Mr. 
Hi. St. J. Thackeray have been issued. And now there have 
appeared the first two volumes of “PHILO,” with an English transjation 
by Mr. F. H. Colson and the Rev. G. H. Whitaker (Loeb Classical 
Library; Heinemann, clo'h 10:., leather 12s. 6d.), It has probably 
seldom happened that the charicteristics ofa man’s home and birthplace 
have been so faithfully reflected ia his writings as they are in the works 
of Philo of Alexandria. A citizenof the place which was at once the main 
home of the Jewish Dispersion and the chief centre of Hellenistic culture, 
he owes bis position in the history cf religious thought mainly to that 
remarkable fusion of Judaism and Hellenism which we fiod in bis volum- 
inous writings. Ue has many other claims on our consideration —he is 
one of the most +piritually-minded of thinkers—but his syothesis of 
Julaism and Hellenism is the first and most obvious. 


Philo came ofa rich and influential Jewish family and was trained 
in Greek as well as Jewish learning. The one public event in his life was 
his taking part in an embassy sent by the Jews of Alexandria to Caligula 
to complain of the persecutions which they had been suffering. This is 
dated 39.40 c.e., and as Philo, in writing his account of the mission at 
some time later, speaks of himself as an old man, it has been generally 
held that he was born about 20 B.c.e&. The date of his death is uncertain, 
but his lifetime covers the lifetime of Jesus and much of that of Paul. 
There is no intimation, however, that he knew anything of their life or 
work, 


Quite independently of his merits as a thinker, Philo is interesting 
from the mere fact that he interprets the Bible.in terms of Greek 
philosophy, and thus makes a link between Judaism and Hellenism. But 
it would be a mistake to suppose that this was his purpose. His aim was 
to set forth an allegory of the history of the buman soul and its relations 
to God. The fact that he c'othed his interpretation in the language of 
Greek philosophy is merely incidental. The «ducational ideas, the logic, 
physics, psychology and ethics of his day were part of his mental make- 
up, and he necessarily expressed bimself in their terms. 

In philosopby proper Philo is an eclectic, drawing from nearly all the 
schools. His insistence on the significance of particular mumrbers, 4, 7, 4, 
10 and others, is an inheritance from the Pythagoreans. He owes some- 
thing to Aristotle, notably the fourfold nature of causation, and the 
doctrine of the virtues as means between extremes. His profound

The Committee has arranged for Soup and Bread to be given on four 
evenings each week aud throughout the Winter Season, and, in addition, 
Kosher Margarine and Sardines on alternate evenings. 

The Soup Kitchen has been in existence for no less than 75 years, and during 
thet Period hes shown that it falfils a real need, and has proved a very 
mecessery Charity. It is the very poor, those in the direst poverty, who 
come for food, and the Committee dread to think what would happen to 
the 3,000 people who come nightly for food were they unable to carry on 
the beneficent work 

Owing to the large increase in unemployment, particularly in the 
ladies’ tailoring trade, it is certain that the resources of this Charity will 
be severely strained, especially in view of the high cost of Bread. 

Unfortunately, the Committee commences the Season with an over- 
draft at the Bankers of £490, whilst over £3,000 a year is required.

sense of human ignorance and weakness make him not disinclined to 
borrow from the Sceptics. On the whole he is opposed to the Stoic 
materialism, and in what is: perhaps the kernel of Stoic ethics he is 
profoundly anti-Stoical. Though he adapts the famous paradoxes of the 
wise man as the truly free man, the truly rich, the true king and 
citizen, he will have none of the Stoic apotheosis of the Sage. The 
creed which proclaims that “ man is master of his fate and eaptain of his 
soul” has no attraction for Philo. There is nothing on which he harps 
more than on the sinfulness of ascribing any faculty or virtue to ourselves 
instead of to God. When Philo once begins to speak of the nature of God 
and our relations to Him, the Helene gives way almost entirely to the 
Hebrew. The ruling idea of his theology is that while God is absolutely 
removed from us, incomprehensible and only known as absolute being, 
He is also mfinitely close to us, in fact, at once transcendent and 
immanent. 

Philo is sometimes painfully pedantic. He has an annoying way of 
piling up examples in support of a platitude, and the rhetorical speeches, 
which particularly in the biographical treatises he puts into the mouths 
of his personages, are frequently stilted and frigid. Yet, even when he 
is most pedantic, we have glimpses of a fine spiritual mind, and scattered 
throughout the books are passages of much beauty and eloquence. Mr. 
Colson and Mr. Whitaker are c‘early jastified in their hope that if they 
are spared to com plete their translation of Philo in afurther eight volumes, 
this version may serve to win Philo many admirers among those to whom 
hitherto he has been little more than a name.

In moving his resolutions, Mr. Levy said that while the present 
annual examination met a definite need, they must keep on progressing 
in order to deal with the number of children over the age of twelve and 
thirteen who possessed a higher knowledge than that demanded by the 
syllabus for the annual examination. 

Mr. LEOPOLD FRANK seconded the motion. 

The Rev. A. A. GREEN said that having regard to the important 
character of Mr. Levy's proposals, he would move an amendment that 
the whole question be referred to the Education Supervision Committee 
and the Hon. Officers for their consideration. 

Rabbi HARRIS COHEN seconded Mr. Green's amendment. 

The CHAIRMAN said that if, upon due deliberation, Mr. Levy's 
suggestion appeared advantageous and practicable no one would give it 
heartier support than he. 

The meeting agreed to Mr. Green's suggestions and also to the 
following names being added to the joint meeting of Hon. Officers and 
the Education’ Supervision Committee which is to consider the matter :

Stuffed Onions. 


Four Spanish onions (large). 


Brown gravy, | pint. 
Sausage meat, 4 |b. 


Seasoning. 

PEEL the onions and cook in boiling salted water for about three- 
quarters ofan hour. Drain and remove the centre of the onions. Chop 
finely and mix with the sausage meat; season if necessary. Stuff the 
onions with this mixture; put in a casserole, cover with the gravy, and 
cook in a moderate oven for two hours. 


Braised Onions. 


' Four lumps of sugar. 
Seasoning. 


Four Spanish onions, 
Dripping, 4 oza. 


MELT the dripping and sugar in a casserole. Skin the onions and 
put themin. Cover the casserole, and cook in a moderate oven for two 
hours. Skim off the fat; season to taste, and serve in the casserole. 


Onions au Gratin. 


Three large Spanish onions. 
Milk, 4 pint. 


Grated cheese, 3 tablespoonfals. 


Flour, 1 oz, 
Butter, 1 oz. 
Salt and pepper. 

SKIN the onions and cook in boiling salted water till soft; then drain 
well, cut across, and putin a fireproof dish. Melt the butter in a sance- 
pan; add the flour, and gradually stir in the milk and half a pint of the 
water in which the onions were cooked. Stir till it boils; simmer for 
five minutes. Add the grated cheese and season with salt and pepper. 
Pour over the onions, and bake in a good oven for about twenty miuutes.

Two Spanish orfions. 
Tomatoes, 3 or 4. 


SKIN and slice the onions. Putin a saucepan with the butter; cover 
and cook gently for twenty minutes. Keep well stirred and do not 
brown. Skin and slice the tomatoes; add to the onions and cook for 
another fifteen minutes. Then season to taste and add the well-beaten 
egg. Stir till it thickens and serve on hot buttered toast.

REST HOME FOR JEWISH MOTHERS. 


The annual general meeting of the Jewish Mothers’ 
Infant Welfare Centre was held last Friday at 32, 
Gardens, W.2 ‘the residence of Mrs. L. B. Franklin). 

The President, Mrs. ARTHUR E. F RANKLIN, who presided, moved the 
adoption of the annual report, of which the following is an abstract : 

The Committee have decided to co-operate with the other Jewish Infant 
Welfare Centres in ~tepney to form a Conjoint Committee. There will be 
periodic meetings with the object of pooling experiences and discussing vital 
questions 

The principal matter ander consideration is a scheme proposed by Lady 
Waley Cohen for using the David Jacobs Ho iday Home at Broadstairs (when it 
is not reqaired for Giris' ( as a Rest Home for Jewish mothers and 
their bates 

The number of deaths of babies under one vear attending the Jewish 
Mothers’ Welcome and Infant Welfare Centre was 5. Ina letter to the Com 
mittee from the Office of the Ministry of Health, the following paragraph 
Ooours 

“Tam directed to sta’e that the Minister has had under consideration the 
Report of an Inspector of this De ‘partment after a recent visit to the Camper- 
down House Infant Welfare Centre and to express his appreciation of the good 

work which is being carried on there for the benefit of the mothers and 
children 

Births of all Jewish children in the area served by the Centre are notified 
to the Committee by the Stepney Borotgh Council. The Health Visitors call 
on the mothers and induce them to bring the babies to the Centre. Three well. 
attended weekiv consultations. are held. The mothers bring their children 
regularly to be weighe dan i to be seen by the Medical Officer. who gives advice 
to the mothers on the feeding and on the rearing of their babies. When 
necessary, cases are sent toa hospital for special treatment. 

The Committee records that the Stepney Borough Council continues to 
supp'y free milk or frée dried milk to necessitous cases recommended by the 
Centre's Medical Officers. Arrangements have been made by the Centre for 
free dinners to be given to necessitous uursing mothers. The report, in COon- 
clusion, expresses the hope that those who are already interested in the Centre 
will do their best to induce others to subseribe, so that the work of the Centre 
may continue to develop. 

The PRESIDENT said the general work of the Centre bad gone an much 
as usual. They would see in the Report that there had been one 
development of importance during the year. They had federated with 
the other three Jewish Infant Welfare Centres in the Borough of Stepney 
for the settling of matters of common interest. This federation had already 
the securing of the 
part use of the David L. Jacobs Holiday Home at Broadstairs for their 
convalescent and tired mothers, who were able to have their babies with 
them. Mrs. Franklin said that owing to circumstances over which they had 
no control, they found that their work was about to be considerably cur. 
tailed. After mach anxious and careful consideration of alternatives they 
came to the conciusion that the only course for them was to join with the 
Infant Welfare Centre working in connection with the St. George's 
Settlement. She felt that they would work happily together and would 
continue as heretofore to use their best efforts in the interests of their 
mothers and babies.

“Food for Pessimism.”

To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sirn,—Anyone with the slightest interest in the welfare of the 
Community, must have read through the columns of your last issue with 
an awful pang of misgiving. On pages7, 9 and 10, the “ Mystery of Rabbi 
Brodie ” and its implications lead the sequence of unhappy items. The 
peccadillos or grevious sins of the Clergy follow on pages 11 and lj, 
those of Synagogue wardens on pages 11 and 14 also, and those of 
Officers of Institutions on page 10. On page 13, we are confronted 
. by a charge of lack of interest in the religious education of the children, 


Ting one of the oldest educational institutions in the country, and on page 26 


there is the summary of a lecture given by one of the foremost of Anglo- 
Jewish Orthodox Ministers publicly announcing that the Jewish religious 
system is “breaking down very badly.” All these are apart from the 
Law Cases and the grave Palestinian news, which in themselves give us 
seriously tothink. I doubt whether any issue during the eighty-eight 
years of the existence of your journal was ever so replete with food for 
pessimism as this last one. 

Whither is Anglo-Jewry heading? Where are the leaders who can 
and should exert all in their power to stem the demoralisation going on 
in our midst, and ‘by stirring the public conscience, bring the Jew of 
to-day back to his rightful place in the sphere of ethics and religious 
observance? In the last-named matter there are literally hundreds of 
our brethren and sisters who would conform if only they could geta clear 
understanding as to exactly what Orthodox Judaism demands. One 
Minister, according to your correspondent, advocates riding on Sabbaths 
and Festivals; avother, at the B'nai B’rith meeting alluded to 
on p. 26, spoke of the problem of adapting Judaism to modern 
life, and certainly implied that it was merely the pusillanimity 
of the Rabbis of to-day that made such an adjustment so 
long overdue. Such a statement was made to an audience of over four 
hundred young Jews and Jewesses eager for knowledge. What reply, if 
any, is forthcoming from the Beth Din? There are so many questions to- 
day that are of more than an academic interest and for which guidance 
is needed. A word of authority now and again would dispel doubt and 
might betng many a wanderer back to the fold. 

It is an established fact, for example, that everyone is his own 
authority when it comes to the question of starte/ or shaving with a razor. 
Many desire to know what, e.g., is the authoritative word on the use of 
the telephone on the Sabbath or even the switching-on of electrical lamps. 
Is it true that Rabbis of authority are in variance on these matters? The 
Jew of to-day asks what is absolutely essential. Can anything really be 
adjusted? Is it possible that some things have become obsolete? If so 
in what circumstahces” If not, let us be informed authoratively of the 
fact. 

An issue of booklets by the Beth Din dealing with every vital matter 
in Judaism, and not excluding those of practical every day usage would 
be most welcome. Such a series is long overdue. All these are matters 
of practical importance to the thinking Jew and Jewess, and without the 
necessary guidance are apt to give the impression that nothing really 
matters so long as the individual “means well.” 

And in the matter of ethics and moral behaviour of which “ Institu- 
tional Irregularities” and “Law Cases” furnish terrible examples of 
degeneration, could not some series of léttures on the moral aspects of 
Judaism be given to our own people before converting others? Side by side 
with lectures to non-Jewish audiences others might be provided in every 
Jewish centre (by a body such as the B’nai B'rith) on Rectitude, Honesty, 
Kiddush Hashem, etc., and be delivered by men and women of acknow- 
ledged worth in the Community irrespective of the shade of Judaism 
they may profess. 

The Jewish youth of to-day is bewildered. He has no anchor. He 
is drifting helplessly and aimlessly with the tide. Who will give a hand 
to save?

Jewish Scouters Conference. 


ANNUAL MEETING. 


On Sunday, at the Great Synagogue Vestry Room, St. James's Place, 
Mr. 8. Israel presided at the Annual Conference of Jewish Scouters. There 
were present over thirty Scouters representing London and Provincial 
Groups. The Chairman gave an account of the work accomplished since 
the Council's inception in May last. Regarding the Jamboree held last 
August, he said that every facility and much help had been given by the 
camp authorities in connection with religious observances and the supply 
of kasher food. As far as could be ascertained, there were 221 Jewish 
Scouts present from all parts of the world. The Rev. L. Rabinowitz. M.A.., 
acted as Chaplain, while Mr. P. Goldberg had charge of the Jewish food 
supplies.

The financial statement, presented by Mr. Esmoud Barnett, the Treasurer, 
was also adopted. It was resolved, on the motion of Scouter S. E. Ofstein, 
that a combined Scout service be held annually in London, preferably at 
Chanucah, at which the Provincial Jewish Scout Troops would be invited 
to attend. Mr. Eric Barnett moved: “That this Council considers it 
desirable to establish and to maintain touch with all Jewish Scout Groups 
throughout the world.” After a discussion the motion was adopted. The 
following were elected: Messrs. S. Israel, Chairman; P. Goldberg, Vice- 
Chairman ; Esmond Barnett, Treasurer; Scouters Haines and L. Spungin 
(Nottingham), Auditors ; Scouters R. P. Boss, B. Domb, 8.

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMML. 


No. 524 —This Rabbi Business. 
My DEAR COUSIN, 

The problem to which recently attention was called in THe JEwisn 
CHRONICLE under the caption “ Kabbi or no Rabbi?” is of more than 
personal or local interest. 

On the personal side one is sorry for any man who puts himself, or 
who is put, in the position in which the gentleman round whom the 
controversy iv centred now finds himself. . One might say of him that he 
grasped at a crown—the crown of the Torah—but nettles came to bis hand. 
Yet when all is said, in the main the matter is one for himself and his 


Congregation. None the less the plain man may well ask a number of 
questions. Did the particular gentleman present himself for examination 


at Jews’ College? If he did, and if he passed, why was not the public 
informed? If on the other hand he failed, thereis surely no disgrace in 
that. Moreover, whether he was or was not examined at Jews’ College, 
was he examined at all—in the usual meaning of the word “examination” 
—by the Rabbis who fortified him with their decumentary approval? Then 
there is the further question: Were these documents really Rabbinical 
diplomas? Surely the letter of the Rabbi from Antwerp could hardly be 
so described, even by stretching the term. No wonder the Antwerp 
Rabbi “cried off.” And did the London Beth Din not know that the 
Antwerp Rabbi's document was a letter and not a diploma? If it did 
know, why was it necessary to amend the original record in the 
minutes of the Beth Din in regard to this matter? The plain man might 
have reason to be suspicious of the attitude of the Jleth Din. 
There would be cause for him to ask whether “ Rabbinical politics” were 
not behind the whole move. In any event, what effect is the incident 
likely to have onthe evaluation of the Rabbinate by the general public ” 
The answer is not far to seek. 

But the incident does not end there. 
it has a larger anda communal aspect. The story is significant of the 
level of Jewish culture in our midst. It is vividly reminiscent of the 
condition of affairs which prevailed in German Jewry after the Black 
Death, say about the middle of the lith century. Schools and learning 
were in decay ; persecution made life exceedingly bitter for the Jew ; 
to provide for the economic needs of wife and family was a problem 
almost without solu'ion. To describe the period asone of Jewish decline 
is no exaggeration. The dry rot appears to have set in a hundred years 
before ; is it not significant that at the Synod held at Mayence in the 
year 1220, resolutions were passed to impress upon old and young not to 
talk in Synagogue ; to set aside time daily for study, and to urge upon 
young men to behave in a seemly fashion at weddings? At the time of 
the Black Death, Jews seemed to have lost all sense of decency; for we 
read of quarrels and fights actually in the Synagogue. The ladies were 
particularly ill-behaved in the House of Prayer. The Rabbis lost al! 
respect, and it was clear to serious-minded men that some reform was 
essential if the position was to be saved. 

It was saved by Meir ben Baruch Halevi, Rabbi in Vienna, who in 
1370 introduced the title of Morenn (3°). It should be noted that 
before 1370 there was no office of Rabbi. The Rabbi Was not a paid 
official. Accordingly there was freedom of teaching and learning just as 
in the days of the Talmud, when all and sundry, without distinction of 
class or calling, could participate in the discussions of the Schools. 
Everyone who had knowledge could come forward and co-operate in 
adding to knowledge. Everyone who had knowledge could hope to be 
regarded as a Master or Rabbi. The old conditions had continued for 


Apart from the personal side, 


centuries. But after the Black Death they ceased, because of the diffi- 
culties of life and because the lamp of learning shone very dim. Rabbi 
Meir ben Baruch then saved the situation. He meant well, but in 


making the Rabbinate a calling he degraded the teaching of the Torah. 
Teaching and learning were no longer free when men had to earn their 
livelihood by being Rabbis. The Rabbi was now in a yoke, and with the 
creation of the office there appeared jealousy, partisanship, strife and dis- 
ruption—tout comme chez nous. One Rabbi was jealous of another because 
one had a better paid post, or because he thought sufficient honour was not 
paidtohim. Can we not recall in our community at the present time 
Rabbis of this calibre who are greedy for Kabod? Their speeches must be 
reported: their words, no matter how foolish, must be heeded; they 
must be in the centre of the stage. As a rule they take shelter behind 
the respect due to the Torah. They stress their learning, forgetting that 
learning is not everything, and that character also counts. Some of them, 
by vulgarity, loud conduct and the cheapening of the crown of the Torah, 
make themselves unworthy of respect and honour. Their very clamour 
for honour is nauseating. And what do they give the Community in 
return for their claims? Mostly nothing. They are of those who take 
everything and give nothing. They seem to think that it is a privilege 
for people to minister to their needs, and forget that it is for them toshow 
an example of modesty and self-control. They forget that a Rabbi's 
character should be comparable to fine silk and not to undressed leather. 
An almost similar picture would have applied to this Rabbi business 
about the middle of the fourteenth century ia Germany. By introducing 
the title of Morenu, Rabbi Meir ben Baruch attempted to bring a new 
spirit into the Rabbinate. But he himself was the best recommendation 
for the new spirit. It is said that he took no salary from the community 
of Vienna. Nor did he stand alone in this respect, Many other Rabbis 
of distinction iv his age obtained their livelihood in all manner of ways, 
but not by means of a salary from their Congregation. The story is 
told of the great Maharil (Rabbi Jacob ben Moses Halevi Moellin), that 
he used the salary which his Congregation paid to him for supporting poor 
students, and himself depended for his livelihood in part upon his wife's 
fortune, and in part on his income as a marriage-broker (Shadchan). 
Other Rabbis obtained their means of livelihood from payments for 
celebrating weddings and the ceremony of Chalitza, and even as 


~ 
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secretaries of Synagogues. In an earlier age Maimonides blamed those 


who exercised Rabbinical fanctions for pay. Perhaps the Rabbis of the 
generation of the mid-fourteeath century had no choice in the matter. 
Yet, the institution of the Kabbinical calling led to division and disanity is 
Jewry —tout comme chez novus. You would find one Rabhi belittling the 
efforts of another; you would find family influence. nepotism, favouritism, 
striving together in the rough and tamble for gaining a post. There are 
even cases on record where appointments were bought. No’ content 
with all these evils some Rab is brought their quarrels to the State 
authority, and contrived for the State authority to intermeddle in Jewish 
communal-affairs. No wonder the principle was then introdaced for the 
first time that “in these days there is no one adequately acquainted with 
Jewish learning” ("75 Some of our Rabbis in the present 
veneration, need to be reminded of this dictum. 

Rabbi Meir beu Baruch deserves the gratitude not only of bis con- 
temporaries, bat of later generations too; for by precept and example he 
sought to bring a new spirit into the Rabbinate.

statement made by one of his pupils who declared 
that while his father and -himiself successively stood at the head of a 
college in the neighbourhood of Vienna, they would have had no objection 
whatever, nor would they have raised any difficulties, if another Rabbi 
came and opened another college next to theirs. 
was rare among Rabbis in that age. 


Such mutual tolerance 
tabbi Meir’s famous saying is worth 
quoting, as an illustration of his point of view. “ Who,” he asked, “ gave 
me the Torah, or left it to measa legacy, that I should prevent any other 
from attempting to obtain possession of it?” Ia fact he wasall for taking 
possession of it, and accordingly laid it down as a rule in Israel that he 
only should exercise Rabbinic functions in Jewish Communities who haa 
obtained a licence to do so from a properly qualified teacher. The licence 
was conveyed by conferring on the candidate the title of Vorenu, 
Another evil of that far-away age was the use by Rabbis of the power 
to excommunicate. They excommunicated their rivals and they excom- 
municated members of their Congregation with whom, for one reason or 
another, they were on terms of enmity. They sometimes so far forgot 
themselves as to exercise the right of the ban to extract money from 
their congregants.

The great Rabbis of the age, however, were against 
of this weapon, pointing out that the ways of the 
/orah are ways of pieasantness, and all her paths are peace. 

Was it remarkable that in these circumstances the Rabbinate sank in 

the estimation of the public? A certain Kabbi of Brueun called Israel 
ben Chayim Bruoa himself relates: “ On one occasion while I was preach- 
ing, a mean fellow left the "ynagogue, and he was followed by several 
others. I took them to task very seriously and expressed my displeasure. 
Of this they complained to certain other Kabbis to whom they were 
related, and when the latter brought the matter to my notice, I replied 
that the culprits shou'id be glad that they escape! excommunication at 
my bands.” Wasa policy of this sort calculated tv make for peace and 
amity in the Jewish community? Is a policy of carping criticism indulged by 
one section of the community in regard to another likely to nake for peace, 
whether at the time of the Black Death or in the year of grace 1929? 
Some of our Rabbis are such keen politicians. They forget that the 
tabbinic character demands. at any rate a touch of saintliness. Far 
better if they were admired for beauty of character than applauded as 
partisans. To-day, as after the Black Death, this Rabbi business needs 
to be overhauled. Many abuses require to be swept away and a new 
ideal set up in the interest of communal! well-being. Unquestionably, 
there are Rabbis in our midst to-day whom we cannot but respect for 
their plety and goodness. Bat, as in the time of Rabbi Meir ben Baruch, 
they are the small minority. 

“Rabbi or no Kabbi? ”’—the problem gives food for thought, and those 
who care for the future of Anglo-Jewry might well take counsel together 
in order to prune the garden of the Lord.

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The Supreme Sacrifice. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK, 
Specially prepared for THe JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


“ And hast not spared thy son, thine only son.'—Genesis xrit., 16. 


“ With ten trials was our father Abraham tried and he stood firm in 
all of them ; teaching us how great was the love of our father Abraham.” So 
runsthe Midrashic comment. A careful study of the life of Abraham 
shows it indeed to have held a constant series of trials of faith. Of these 
the last seems to have been the greatest, the most critical and the most 
searching. That Abraham emerged from it scatheless, was a final tribute 
to the depth of the faith and love that bad informed bis life ever since 
God first made trial of him. Life's long experience had gathered within 
him a reserve of moral strength that stood him in good stead inthe hour 
of his great need. This act has profoundly influenced the course 
of Jewish thought and his‘ory. It has been a light in the dark- 
ness, by which Abraham's descendants have been able to steer their 
course when everything around them appears dark and hopeless. 
Supreme faith, supreme sacrifice, both leading to that mount of God 
where Divine purposes are made clear and life's deep perplexities and 
apparent contradictions are solved and reconciled. The devotion that 
was equal to the sacrifice, the trust in Divine wisdom that could endure 
the demand for such a sacrifice, the justification of that trust in the end, 
the Divine acknowledgment of the man’s perfect loyalty and strength of 
character; these things have made this story an imperishable record of 
human faithfulness. It is well, however, to make it clear that the sacri- 
fice demanded of Abraham Was not out of keeping with the religious 
customs of the day, however revolting it may appear to us. The idea 
of human sacrifice,and particularly that of the human first-born, persisted 
toa much later age than thatofAbraham. Butit was from Mount Moriah 
there first issned the command: “Lay not thine hand upon the lad, 
neither do thou anything unto him.” God meant Abraham to make the 
sacrifice in spirit, notin deed. He should make it clear to those who 
came after him, that the true sacrifice is the submission of the human 
willto the Divine. The Jewish prophet centuries later declared the same 
lesson in explicit terms. “ Shall I give my first-born for my transgression, 
the fruit of my body for the sin of my soul? He hath told thee, O man, 
what is good, and what doth the Lord require of thee but to do justly, to 
love mercy, and to walk humbly with thy God ?” (Micah vi., 7-8). 

It was on Mount Moriah that this thought was first revealed. Here 
Abraham's sacrifice was perfect and complete, but here also human 
sacrifice was rejected for ever. No greater horror of the iniquities of 
idolatry can be conceived than that denounced in the Divine law: 
“Every abomination which the Lord hateth have they done unto their 
gods, for even their sons and their daughters have they burnt in the fire to 
their gods.” (Dent. xii, 31). Here on Mount Moriah was made kuown to 
Abraham an idea not till then revealed, which he could hand down to his 
descendants; that God seeks the devotion, not the destruction, of the 
living. Of all this Abraham knew but little before he undertook that 
three days’ journey. God meant him to yield “his son, his only son, 
whom he loved” fully and truly to him. He meant that both Abraham 
and Isaac should be in perfect harmony with the Divine will. Thus 
alone could they attain the full spiritua! statare, exert the full influence 
that God had designed for them. 

That they attained this harmony with thé Divine will is best testified 
by the harmony with which father and son proceeded on the mission 
with which they were charged. The touching confidence in one another 
exhibited in the one exchange of thought recorded of that remarkable 
journey, bespeaks that harmony. “‘ God will Himself reveal a lamb for 
the burnt offering my son.’ And they went both of them together.” But 
the harmony must have been but the perfection of a growth in mutual 
love that bad subsisted between Abraham and the son of bis old age. It 
was a love that must bave made the trial al the more difficult to endure, 
He is with his own hand to destroy all that has made life valuable to him, 
that which typifies the fulfilment of all the Divine promises; and he is 
to love and worship and adore Him Who commands this sacrifice. It is 
only the strongest heart, the most implicit faith that can rise to the height 
of so great atrial. Nor is Isaac himself less perfect in his submission, 
which bespeaks a faith also in the father who has trained him. If he 
has not guessed the truth before, that he is the lamb, foreseen by God, it 
is clear enough upon God's mountain. He also yields himself implicitly 
to what he believes to be the will of God. By that faith, he 
enters on the real heritage of Abraham his father. ‘So when the sacrifice 
is complete, and Abraham's hand is stayed by an Angel voice, God him- 
self stands justified in the faith of His human children. The bitterness 
of death has passed, the agonising conflict has ceased, the father’s anguish 
has ended, the son's. dismay has been subdued. God's meaning has 
flashed across the darkness, His Divine providence has shown itself. the 

eward of perfect faith has been revealed. 

“ Because thou hast done this thing and hast not Spared thy son... 


in thy seed shall all the nations of the earth be blessed, because thou 
hast obeyed my voice.” 


NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


Sabbath Genesis xviii., 1—xxii., 24. 


XVIII., 8. Rashi quotes a very fanciful explanation of the Rabbis 
account for the fact that no mention is made of Abraham setting brea: 
before his guests, although verse 6 refers to its preparation. Rashbam | 
undoubtedly right in stating that since the giving of bread to a wayfare: 
was the ordinary way of showing hospitality and would never be refuse: 
in the Orient, there was no need for the narrative to inciude it in th 
description of the meal. The reason why it is specially alluded to in th: 
preceding verse is to indicate that Abraham provided his guests with 
freshly baked loaves and not with stale bread. 

“Butter.” The American Version substitutes “curd,’’ and Rashi 
defines itas “cream.” They are all possible renderings, since the root 
meaning is “to be hard.” The Hebrew MNOM corresponds to the Arabi. 
lebben whiich is really curdied milk. It might be spread over bread and 
so equa! our butter; but more commonly it was regarded as a refreshing 
drink. That the Hebrews also used it as a drink is proved by Judges v.. 
25 and II Samuel xvii., 29. 

It is hardly necessary to raise the question of the Jewish dietary) 
laws in connection with this’ meal, because it is questionable whether 
they were then in existence. Since readers are sometimes puzzled by 
the matter, we may indicate a solution in the fact that the milk-foods are 
mentioned first and then the meat. The verse may well mean that he 
first gave them curds and milk to quench their thirst, and afterwards 
meat to satisfy their hunger. This would be quite consistent with the 
law, if it was known to the patriarch. 

Verse 9. “Whereis Sarah?” Itis usually supposed that this was 
a rhetorical question, the object being to introduce the subject of thei 
host's wife. But if this were so, it would have been natural to expect the 
guests to follow up the answer with a request that she should be brought 
into their presence, or they into hers; so that they could make their 
announcement to her. The more probable view is that they wished to 
attract Sarah's attention to what they were going to say by introducing 
her name into the conversation. The sequel shows that if such had 
been their intention, it proved successful. 


Why is the word T-N marked with dots? The true reason is that the 
early scribes were doubtful of its correctness and indicated their sus- 
picion by these means. If verses 3, 5 and the second half of 9 and 16 are 
examined, it will be found that “to him” or “ to them” is omitted after 
the verb “to say.” Where the context makes it obvious whois addressed, 
the preposition with suffix is unnecessary and left out. In the first half 
of the verse, there could not be any doubt that the question “ Where is 
Sarah thy wife?” was directed to Abraham. Firstly, he was attending 
to their wants, and secondly, “thy wife” settled the matter. Hence the 
scribes suspected that TN was not part of the original text. 

Verse 10. “When the season cometh round.” There are two 
distinct ways of understanding the phrase. Kimchi was the first to 
suggest that the word 7M is to be connected with MVM in Exodus I., 19 
and the Rabbinic NM"M “a woman in childbirth.” The phrase would 
then mean “about the time required for the birth of a child.” In favour 
of this theory is the fact that the expression is only found here and 
Il Kings iv., 16f. where the context is the same, viz., the announcement 
of the coming of an heir. Against it is the vocalisation with a kamets 
under the preposition instead of a shewa; but Ebrlich, who adopts it, 
Suggests that the reading should be altered accordingly. As the text 
stands, MF must be an adjective qualifying NY. The latter word some- 
times denotes a season of the year, as in Jeremiah 1., 16 and Song of 
Songs ii., 12; and the root ™°4, besides meaning “to live,” also indicates 
“to be revived,” as in xlv., 27 and Isaiah xxvi., 14. The combination of 
the two would, therefore, signify “a revived season,” i.e. the period of 
the year is renewed by its return in the following year, and with the 
preposition kaph, “about this time next year.” One factor appears to 
decide the question, and that is the addition of the word 105 in verse 
14. What the word indicates in this connection is placed beyond doubt 
by the definition in xvii., 21, “Isaac whom Sarah shall bear unto thee at 
this set time (33105) in the nezt year.” This quotation seems decisive in 
favour of the translation “ when the season cometh round.”

The Work of the Ort. 
Organising Communism's “ Pariahs.’’ 
(COMMUNICATED. } 

The distressing conditions of the deciassed Jews in Russia and Poland 
is compelling the Ort to concentrate on the problem of Industrialisation. 
The “ declassed,” who formerly belonged to the trading classes and who 
are prepared to work, are not easily admitted to the existing Producers’ 
Co-operative Organisations, whose members are either the “ privileged ” 
projetarians or artisans of old standing. The Ort is now bringing to 
realisation the idea of organising the declassed into Producers’ Co-opera- 
tive Societies of their own. Negotiations with the Soviet authorities 
brought about the lega! recognition of such Co-operative workshops of the 
declassed. These workshops will be admitted into the Union of Artisans’ 
Co-operative Organisations which will supply them with the necessary 
raw material and will sell their manufactures. These new Co-operative 
Workshops officially designated as “Artels” will be provided with the 
necessary means by the Ort, which is now conducting a special “ Tool 
Campaign” in America on behalf of the declassed. The Ort will also 
provide the necessary technical instruction. 


The “ Artels.” 


To begin with such “Artels” (Co-operative Workshops) are now 
organised in Kiev, Odessa, Minsk, Bobruisk, Vitebsk. Proskurov, Belaia 
Tserkov, Elisavetgrad (Zinovievsk), Bershadj, Poguslav and Korestyshev. 
In some of these co-operative workshops, numbering from fifty to one 
hundred and fifty members each, the work is already in fullswing. Thus, 
for instance, the workshop in Kiev consists of two departments—one is 
for bentwood furniture the other is for manufacturing small articles in 
wood. The number of persons engaged in the workshop at present is 
forty, but by the time all the necessary machivery is supplied the capacity 
Of this little factory will be raised to one hundred working members. 
The workshops in Belaia Tserkov and Proskurov will be organised on the 
same lines. Of these two the former would have been opened a year 
ago had the Belaia Tserkov Landsmanschaft in America, carried out its 
undertaking to subscribe their share of 7,500 dollars towards the initial 
cost. The promised subsidy is still to come; in the meantime, however, 
a furniture workshop, though of smaller capacity, has been established 
and is now working satisfactorily. With assistance from the Ort, fifty 
deciassed in Bobruisk formed themselves into an “ Artel” of weavers, 
who now manufacture kerchiefs for the peasant women of the neigh- 
bourhood. The necessary turnover capital was provided partly by the 
Ort (5,000 roubles) partly by the Bobruisk Landsmanschaft, of New 
York (2,000 dollars), and partly by the local Jewish Organisations 
in Bobruisk itself. The textile “Artels” of Bershadj and Bogoslav, 
which are now being organised, will have fifty members each. 


Plans under Consideration. 


Among the plans now under consideration is the establishment of a 
cheap clock works in Elisavetgrad. Clocks are in great demand among 
the peasantry. At the suggestion of the Ort the Elisavetgrad Landsman. 
schaft of America contributed 3,000 dollars for that purpose. 

The “Artel” organised in Minsk will manufacture spirit-levels, 
extensively used in building operations in Russia; the demand for these 
instruments as well as for rulers and other writing and drawing imple- 
ments is heavy and the number of members admitted to that “ Artecl” is 
expected to be considerable. 

The “ Artel” in Homel will be engaged in making up skins of cats, 
dogs and hares to be used asa cheap kindoffur. A felt-working “ Artel” 
of a hundred members is now being organised in Odessa for manufactur. 
ing a special kind of goloshes for women. 

One of the novel industries now introduced among the Jews by the 
Ort is the manufacture of fishing nets. Fishing in the numerous rivers 
and lakes of Russia is greatly handicapped by the shortage of fishing-nets. 
It is expected that it will be possible to organise a large number of 
such “Artels.” In forming the Co-operative Workshops enumerated 
above the Ort bas been guided by the principle of combining the require- 
ments of the local market and the possibility of finding the raw materia); 
and before placing the above workshops in the indicated localities the 
representative of the Ort in Russia always sought the best local advice. 


Indications of Russia's Disorganisation. 


There is one other branch of the Ort work which deserves special 
notice and this is the treatment applied by it to ‘‘dead” machines, i.e. 
machines that had ceased working because of want of repair. It must be 
taken into consideration that during the last fifteen years practically no 
importation of artisans’ tools and machinery has taken place in Russia and 
during the same time an enormous number of tools and implements either 
went out of repair, or were destroyed in the pogroms and the civil war. 
Their are hundreds of tailors, bootmakers, turners, knitters aud others 
who would be able to work but for a missing screw, or a wheel, or a needle 
in their machines. The Ort took upon itself to restore these machines to 
working order. Over three thousand of such machines have already been 
repaired lately and are now working. But there are scores of thousands 
of such “idle” machines and they all must await their turn, for the Ort 
bas not sufficient means to engage more men to do this repair work. 


Agriculture. 


The news from the Ort colonies in Russia is satisfactory, and the 
colonies Neuheim, Stalino, Freiheit, Freiberg and several others report 


good yields, so that it is confidently expected that the ravages of last. 


year’s failure will be made good. Seventy houses will be completed this 
year, and these are almost entirely subsidised by the Central Board of 
the Ort. 

The activities of the Ort have found very encouraging recognition in 
Germany. As an expression of support, the official “Gemeinde 


Vorstande,” of Berlin, Frankfart, Breslau, Leipzig, Konigsberg, Mannheim, 


Stettin and several others included in their annual badget a grant in aid 
of the Ort work. Daring the year, several beanches of the Ort have been 
formed in various cities of Germany. 


The Polish Jewish Democratic Party. 
--- — 
Signs of Revival. 
[From our Correspondent.—WARSAW.) 


A conference was recentiy held in Lablin of representatives of the 
Jewish Democratic Partyin Poland. Thirty-five delegates from Warsaw, 
Vilna, Lodz, and other parts of the country came together to discuss, 
under the chairmanship of Mr. Stupnicki, the editor of the LUBLINER 
TAGEBLATT and author of the well-known book on Spinoza, the question 
of reviving the political activity of the party. The leader of the Folkista, 
as the party is called, Mr. Noah Prilacki, did not arrive at the conference 
explaining his absence as due to “ personal reasons.” 

“Personal reasons” are just what have nearly ruined the party. 
Eight years ago the Jewish Democratic Party was of no small political 
consequence. It had thousands of members, representatives in Parliament, 
and played, at times, thanks to the political ability of its leader, 
N. Prilucki, “first fiddle” in political matters. In Vilna, Lodzand Bialy- 
stok, where the party is strong the democrats had the say in practically 
all the business of town government as far as the Jews were concerned. 

The programme of the party appealed to a great mass of the Jewish 
population. It regarded the Jews not as strangers willing to emigrate, 
but asa section of the autocthonous population, who demand their full 
rights in the country they live and work in. 

But the smaller the party, the more leaders there are to lead it. 
Members come nearer their leaders and think that they can do the job 
equaliv well. When therefore it came to the Parliamentary Elections 
of 1927 the Democratic Party was divided into “The Yiddishe Folks- 
party” and “The Democratishe-Folkistishe Partai,” each division con- 
sisting practically of as many leaders as members. But it might still 
have had political significance bad not Mr. Prilucki thought it wise to 
support the Agudah Party, which is certainly not the party the Demo- 
cratic Polish Jew or any other democrat is going to support or vote for. 
He, therefore, did not get a seat. 


The Conference in Lublin. 


The party is now broken up, but the Democratic idea is still fally 
alive among Jews and an attempt has been made by Mr. Stupnicki, Mr. 
Biber, Mr. Grafman and others to revive activity. 

The conference in Lublin -has shown that though there still exists 
difference of opinion between Stupnicki, who demands a positive support 
of the enlarged Jewish Agency and the teaching of Hebrew in the 
Folkists’ schools, and Senator Dr. Shabad, of Vilna, who is outspokenly 
against any participation in Zionist aims and ideas, there is in all of them 
the great desire to rebuild a Jewish Democratic Party on a healthier 
and more united basis. 

The conference resolved to unite the two sections of the Democratic 
Party and form one Folkists’ Party. And for the purpose of unification, 


as well as for the purpose of preparing an all-Polish Congress of the 


Party a Committee has been elected. Another resolution was passed 
calling upon Mr. N. Prilucki to start again his activity for the Democratic 
Party. He will again be leader. As regards the relation of the Demo- 
cratic Party to the Enlarged Jewish Agency no resolution was passed. It 
was considered necessiry to leave the matter to the Congress to decide. 


Riots at Cracow University. 
Government Attempt to Restore Order. 


[From a Gorrespondent—WARSAW.} 


Serious anti-Jewish rioting has occurred at the Cracow University 
and the Government has issued instructions that energetic steps should 
be taken to restore order there immediately. The rioting commenced on 
a small scale, mainly in connection with the demand of the anti-Semitic 
students that Jewish medical students should not be allowed to dissect 
corpses of non-Jews. The rioters ended up by adopting a slogan that all 
Jews should be expelled from the University, and proceeded to carry 
their resolution into effect by posting themselves outside the University 
and refusing to allow any Jewish student to enter the building. Fights 
occurred between the Jewish and anti-Semitic students, in the course of 
which the police intervened. 

The Rector issued an app2al to the students to cease rioting, bit his 
plea had little effect. A demonstration of the Jewish students, pro- 
testing against the action of the anti-Semitic students, passed off with- 
out incidents, bat when the Jewish stadents subsequently succeeded in 
entering the lecture-rooms they were again attacked by the anti-Semites, 
and many of them were wounded. 

The Governor of Cracow has refased to receive a deputation of the 
anti-Semitic students to hear their demands. Instead, he placed police 
patrols to guard several Jewish institutions. 


Riots at Prague. 
Czech University Closed. 
(From our Correspondent.—PRAGUE. | 
The students of the Medical Faculty of the Czech University have 
held a meeting, at which they adopt :-da mocion of protest against the 
presence of too mary foreigners, and especially Polish Jews, at the 
University. Six huadred students subsequently formed a procession in 
the street and demanded a numerus clausus for foreigners. The police 
seized the flags of the demonstrators, who afterwards seat a delegation 
to the University authorities and demanded that foreign students should 
be allowed to dissect only the corpses of foreigners. The demand was, of 
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course, directed against the Jews who do not supply Jewish corpses to 
the University. The authorities have decided to close the University for 
two days. 

The disturbances have spread to the German University and German 
Polytechnic in Prague. There have been many street scuffies and the 
police have made several arrests.

Jewish Life in Argentine. 
|\From our Correspondent—BUENOS AIRES.) 


The economic depression in this country which has resulted in the 
slackening of general immigration and an increase of emigration, has 
least affected Jewishimmigration. The first six months of 1929, brought 
into the country 2,738 Jewish immigrants, the majority of whom have 
settled onthe land. There is very little unemployment among the new- 
comers as the Government assists them generously. Thus, for example, 
ail immigrants who went to the provinces received free transportation. 

Jewish life in Argentine is active and virile. In addition to two 
big Yiddish dailies which appear in Buenos Aires, a number of Yiddish, 
Spanish and Hebrew publications are being issued throughout the country. 
As could only be expected the “ Spanification ” of the Jewish population 
proceeds rapidly and only recently’ one more weekly journal in the 
Spanish language was founded. 

A well-known public figure in Buenos Aires, Dr. Ricardo Viszagran, 
has submitted a proposal to the Government that they shall issue an 
invitation to the “homeless Jewish people,” to make Argentine their 
home. The author of the proposal states that the events in Palestine 
have proved that the Jewish people remain withou® a fatherland, and 
that the Argentine people, who have taught the world the meaning of the 
words “peace and work,” must now show hospitality to the Jews and 
thereby create a new Argentine.

ALLEGED INTOLERANCE. 


MR. JABOTINSKY'S APPROACHING VISIT. 
[From our Correspondent.__NEW. YORK.) 


The ruthless character of the Zionist Organisation's interdict of the 
American Revisionists is rapidly assuming dictatorial qualities not unlike 
those so well-known under Mussolini, or to apply a simile nearer home, on 
a par with the controlling band of Tammany Hall in New York Politics. 
The Zionist leaders here are evidently determined that at all costs the 
Revisionists sha!l not be heard. They have so far succeeded to a rémark. 
able degree. 


Dr. Shmarya Levin's recent statement to the Yiddish press, in which 
he placed a great part of the blame for the Palestine disorders upon the 
Revisionists, has been received with strong reprehension, although there 
were no means for repudiating such statements. Fair play in the Jewish 
press here is an ideal about as remote from the average Editor's mind as 
the suspension of advertising in favour of truth. Still, the Revisionists 
hoped that the Zionist Organisation would allow them to have a speaker 


on the platform when Balfour Day was celebrated at Mecca Hall on 


November 3rd. But the Zionist Organisation politely informed the 
Revisionists that all arrangements had been made and that to squeeze in 
another speaker would cause nothing short of an upheaval of Organisation 
ethics. 

But the Revisionists, having been denied the right to free speech 
which Americans so proudly proclaim, determined to be heard at this 
meeting and in any event not to allow the floor to be given to their 
detractor, Dr. Shmarya Levin. Dr. Levin, however, spoke, and the 
Revisionists were not heard, probably because they were taken for 
Communists, whom the vast majority of Jews here cannot tolerate. The 
Revisionists will therefore have to await some other opportunity to pierce 
the armour of Zionist Organisation intolerance aided by one-sided 

. propaganda in the Press. 

Fortunately for the Revisionists there is one chance for them 
assuming Mr. Louis Lipsky’s exhortation has failed. The Downtown 
Zionist District, the largest in America, still believes in the right of free 
speech and heretofore has received the Revisionists as fellow-members of 
the Zionist Organisation. Mr. Lipsky, the President of the Zionist 
Organisation of America, spoke there recently, and referring at great 
length tothe Revisionists, demanded to know why, since all other Zionist 
districts had closed their doors on Mr. Jabotinsky’s adherents, the Down- 
town District still tolerated them. The appeal implied in this speech 
cannot be mistaken. It asked in short that the Revisionists shall be 
severely boycotted. 

There can be no question that official Zionism has adopted Soviet 
tactics. The official view is that Revisionism constitutes a menace to 

| Zionism as promulgated from 111, Fifth Avenue. Like the Soviet 
Government, the Zionist officials appear determined implacably to 
all opposition and to establishing a dictatorship. 

Mr. Viadmir Jabotinsky’s visit tothe States this month may, however, 
change the complexion of things. He is well known and respected, and 
there are many who will be anxious to hear him. Zionist officials wil) 
find it hard to prevent Mr. Jabotinsky from being welcomed, so that at 
least during the time the Revisionist leader is in America the Revisionists 
will be heard. 


Zionist Revisionist Celebration. 
FIFTH ANNIVERSARY OF THE MOVEMENT. 
A banquet has been held in Paris to celebrate the fifth anniversary of 
the launching of the Zionist Revisionist Movement. Dr. Z. Tiemkin 


presided and among the speakers were Mc. V. Jabotinsky and Mr. M. 
Grossman, of London. 


Zionist Mass Meeting in Berlin. 


“LIBERAL” JEWS CENSURED. 

Professor Brodetsky addressed a meeting in Berlin on Sunday 
evening attended by Professor Einstein and Professor Ludwig Stein. He 
declared that he was convinced that Britain would remain in Palestine 
and that the presence of Jews there was useful to England. He outlined 
the work of the Executive and said that the Jewish Agency would con- 
tinue the work of building up Palestine and of increasing Jewish immigra- 
tion into the country. The Executive, he said, had received permits for 
another two thousand Chalutzim to enter the country. 

Ministerial Councillor Hirsch and Mr. L. Tietz, two members of the 
Jewish Agency, censured the recent anti-Zionist Manifesto of the German 
“ Liberal” Jews, 
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The Zionist Organisation.

The Palestine Inquiry. 


Mr. H. C. Luke's Evidence. 


“Motives of Policy: Not Weakness or Cowardice.” 


DISARMING JEWISH SPECIALS. 
[From our Corrcspondent.—JERUSALEM. 


The outstandiag event of the work of the Commission of Inquiry this 
week has been the hearing of the evidence of Mr. H. C. LuKg, Chief 
Secretary and Acting High Commissioner for Palestine during the 
disturbances. His evidence covered the period from before the riots to the 
end of August. He said that he first became aware of the disturbances 
when he saw, from his office Window, an angry crowd and Arabs swarming 
through the Damascus Gate. Moslem rebuilding at the Wailing Wall had 
caused considerable feeling in Jewish circles. He allowed Zionists to go to 
the Wall on August 15th on condition that there was no demonstration, and 
he asked the Moslems to forbear from interfering with theJewsasthey passed 
the Moslem quarter. In view of what occured at the Wall, the Moslems 
felt their forbearance had been abused, and‘asked for permission to hold 
a counter demonstration on the followingday. Witness thought that this 
would be undesirable, and impressed on the Mufti the necessity for 
confining it tothe Morque area. The Mufti promised to try and stop 
the demonstration, but before he returned from the High Commissioner's 
office, crowds were already filling the pavement. Permission was never 
formally applied for and was not granted. Witness did not know of the 
existence of Jewish “ petitions " in the crevices of the Wall. 


“My non-interference was not the esult of weakness or cowardice,” 
said Mr. Luke. “I allowed the Moslem demonstration on August 16th 
from motives of policy. The police, if ordered to prevent the demonstra- 
tion at all costs, would have done thcir best, but it is doubtful if they 
wou'd have succeeded. It would have involved using force close to or 
in the Mosque area, where bloodshed would have caused disturbance 
throughout the whole country, and the probable effect on the whole 
Moslem world is impossible to forecast.” He was convinced that the arming 
of Jews would have considerably aggravated the situation and that was 
why he refused the Zionist offer cf five-hundred Jewish volunteers. Also 
Major Saunders bad informed him that he was able to protect the out- 
lying Jewish colonies and he knew that re-inforcements of troops were due 
that af ernoon. As the matter became urgent, at 5 a.m. on August 24th 
he broke all the rules which laid down that applications for troops must 
be made through London, and applied direct to Cairo. On August 22nd 
he bad arranged a meeting of Jewish and Moslem notables at his house 
with the object of flading an agreement on the Xolel Maaravi question, 
but the events of the 23rd forestalled its possibly successful conclusion. 
He justified the decisions of August 27th to disarm British-Jewish special 
constables on the grounds that Moslem feeling was being exacerbated 
and he feared a further eruption would result. 

“It was a most distasteful, unpleasant and difficult decision to take” 
he said. “ The forces at our disposal at that time were not sufficient to 
keep the situation in hand. Moslem feeling was very excited, Trans- 
jordan was excited, and the people of that couatry were anxious to come 
to the assistance of Arabs in Palestine.” 

Mr. PREEDY, Counsel for the Government, asked: “ Youur decision 
bas been referred to as ‘amazing.’ Looking back, would you do the 
same thing?” 

Mr. LUKE: “ Yes, every time, I consider that if I had taken a con- 
trary decision it would have been amazing.” An Arab deputation which 
had come to inform him that the Arabs were excited by the sight of 
armed Jews, was told of this decision; the crowd at the Harem was 
dispersed and the tension considerably eased. 


Cross-Examination by Zionist Counsel. 


On Saturday and Monday, Mr. Luke was cross-examined by Sir 
Boyd Merrimav, Counsel for the Zionists, who referred to the incident 
on the Day of Atonement of last year when the forc ble removal of 
the screem separating Jewish men and women worshipping at the 
Wailing Wal!, had been carried out on the instructions of the District 
Commissioner. 

Mr. LUKE ex ressed great r gret at the manner of the removal 
and admitted that it would have been wiser if the removal had been 
postponed until after the services. He said that Mr. Pinchas Rutenberg 
had visited him on August 7th and expressed profound anxiety on 
account of the recent door construction at the Wall. Hesaid: “ Do 
you realise how much will be lost if a single drop of Jewish blood is 
spilt in connection with the Kotel?” Mr. Luke accused the Zionist 
Congress at Zurich of having been a factor in arousing Arab feeling 
by asking for undisturbed worship at the Wall, which was capable of 
causing alarm by differing from the Moslem view that Jews were only 
entitled to visit the Wall. 

Sir BoyD MERRIMAN asked ifwhen Mr. Luke authorised the Jewish 
procession to the Wailing Wali on the Day of Lamentations subject to 
certain limitations, he had contemplated the horror and distress that 4 
Moslem counter-demonstration at the same place would have on the 


Jewish mind. Mr. LUKE said he knew that a counter-demonstration 


would give offence, but he had no time to think of the effect except that 
it was undesirable. 


Sir BOYD MERRIMAN: At any cost whatever you should have ordered 
it to be stopped ? 


Witness: Not at all costs. 

Sir BOYD MERRIMAN: Is it your view that prohibition would have 
caused a general massacre? 

Witness: I do not accept “general massacre,” but a Moslem 
demonstration could only be prevented by very considerable bloodshed 
in the neighbourhood of the Harem with consequences which could not 
be known. 

Sir BOYD MERRIMAN asked at what point it would have been con- 
sidered that Jewish feeling was being ontragod sufficiently for the Govern- 
ment to be prepared to take the risks of stopping hostile manifestations. 

Sir WALTER SHAW disallowed this question on the grounds that it 
had been already answered by Mr. Luke’s previous reply. 


A Nine-Hours’ Cross-Examination. 


Sir BoYD MERRIMAN’S cross-examination of Me. Luke lasted for nize 
hours and concluded on Tuesday. Mr. Braude, on behalf of the Zionist 
Executive, said Council, made representations to Mr. Luke on August 17th 
about the burning of the Jewish prayer books at the Wailing Wall. Mr. 
Luke, he said, then showed to Mr. Braude the Government communiqué 
on the Arab and Jewish demonstrations, in which the Arab demonstratioa 
was minimised and the breaking of the table at the Wailing Wall was 
ascribed to the pressure of the crowds. The communique also stated 
that the Moslem; did not break through to the Wailing Wall via the 
new door, and that the Jews were able to hold their normal service 
thera on August 16th. At the sam» tims, said Sir Boyd, Mr. Braude 
submitted t> Mr. Lake the cablegram, which the Zionist Executive in 
Palestine proposed to send to the Zionist Executive in London, in which 
the Mo-lem demonstration was fully described, and the fac's that 


Moslems penetrated to the Wailing Wall through the new door and burot — 


prayer-books were mentioned. Tbé cablegram also demanded the pusish- 
ment of the guilty Arabs, aad urged the members of the Zionist Execu- 
tive to return to Palestine, as an anti-Jewish outbreak was feared. Mr. 
Luke urged certain changes in the cablegram to mitigate the impress ona 
of the Moslem demonstration. 

Mr. Lake admitted that he saw Mr. Braule, but he did not recollect 
asking him to change the wording of the cablegram to London. 

Sir BoyD, however, definitely proved that the Acting Chief Secretary, 
Mr. Mills, had made, in bis own handwriting, chatges in the cablegram. 

Mr. Luke recognised Mr. Mill's handwriting. He maiotained that 
the Government communiqué had been intended to help the Arab and 
Jewish leaders to issue an appeal for peace; hence he tried to avcil all 
bitterness in it. He could not remember that the question of placin: a 
second Lux lamp at the Wailing Wall had been decided in the negative 
because the Grand Mufti bad objected to it. His memory on all the 
discussions he had with the heads of the Zionist Executive, the Chief 
Rabbinate, the l’aad Leumi, the Moslem Supreme Courcil, and the Arab 
Executive was very hazy. He remembered, however, that there were 
no prosecutions in connection with the Moslem demonstration. 

A long discussion followed on the nature of the Goverament Bulletins 
issued during the riots, when the Palestine Press was suppressed. The 
Zionist Counsel argued that the daily Bulletins gave the impression that 
all that happened in Palestine was an outbreak of rioting between two 
rival sections of the population and that the facts contained in them 
grossly under-estimated the occurrences. 

Mr. LUKE said he had no recollection of the protests of the Zionist 
Execative against the statements in the Bulletins and that he did not 
remember that the Zionist Executive protested against the report of the 
occurrences in Safed as an unfair representation of facts. His state- 
ments were not calculated to encourage the Arabs, bat to allay tension. 
He agreed that the statement in the Bulletin that at Beisan only a clash 
between Jews and Arabs occurred was incorrect and that it ought to 
have been stated that the Arabs attacked the Jews there. He also 
admitted a number of other “under-statements ” in the Bulletins. 

Referring to the rival claims for rights at the Wailing Wall, Mr. Luke 
said that Moslems and Jews were asked to produce documents showing 
their rights in the Wall.

Dr. Wolfgang von Weis!'s Evidence. 


The Revisionist Zionist policy obtained a hearing before the Inquiry 
Commission on Thursday of last week, when Dr. Wolfgang von Weisl, a 
Revisionist Zionist leader and the correspondent of the VossIsCcHE 
ZEITUNG, of Berlin, gave evidence. He was wounded on August 23rd, on 
the day of the outbreak of the riots in Jerusalem and he has not yet 
recovered from his injuries. He left his bed in hospital and came to 
give evidence, attended by his wife and a nurse. He stated that the Arabs 
came to the Wailing Wall on August 16th, using their new door, and 
removed the Jewish petitions from the Wall. He also saw there burnt 
4 sheets of the special Ninth of Ab Jewish Prayer Books. On August 23rd 
he himself went to the Jaffa Gate, shortly after one o'clock on that day, 
where he saw Arab crowds, armed with swords and sticks, as weil as Mr. 
Cust, the Acting Governor, armed British police and unarmed Arab police. 
He saw a Jew running towards the police having been hit twice by the 
Arabs. Mr. Cust tried to calm the mob, and the Jew who reached the 
police lines, was rescued. He also saw other Jews hit at Jaffa Road 
and at Bethlehem Road. He himself was suddenly struck by Arabs, 


: Mb, and Wille he held one of his assailants an Arab stabbed him in the 
. 3 back. At the same time Mr. Ittamar Benavi was slightly injured and Mr. 
. Raitan was fatally wounded. The Arab, who stabbed witness, escaped 
-intothe Arab procession. The time was exactly 1.17 p.m. 

“Key to Palestine Not in American Pockets.”

responsible for the public order, I am responsible for it.”

Maccabee Helps to Maintain Order, 


On Friday morning Mr. Cust, the Acting Governor of Jerusalem 
during the August outbreak, continued his evidence. He declared that 
the Jewish procession to the Wailing Wall on the 9th of Ab was a very 
orderly one and that the members of the Jewish Sports Organisation, the 
Maccabee, assisted the police im maifitaining order. After the Jewish 
procession the Moslem leaders asked to be permitted to hold a counter- 
demonstration, and threatened that otherwise an uncontrolled Moslem out- 
break would occur. After the Moslem demonstration at the Wailing Wall 
he visited the pavementin frontof the Wall and he found there Dr. Wolfgang 
von Weis, the Jewish journalist, collecting the burnt pages of the Jewish 
prayer books. Mr Cust agreed that the Muezzin at the Wailing Wall 
used to call the Moslems to prayers just when the Jews held their 
prayers. To the best knowledge of the witness (and he had been resident 
in the country for more than a decade) the Moslems never considered the 
Wailing Wall as a holy Moslem place before 1928. Sir Boyd Merriman 
then asked Mr. Cust if the Jewish demonstration on 9th Ab at the Wailing 
Wall could be described as “a deliberately organised insult to Islam’‘s 
Holiest Place.” Mr. Cust firmly replied that such a description of the 
Jewish demonstration was entirely false. 


General Anticipation of Trouble. 


The former Acting District Commissioner of the Northern District, Mr. 
MACLAREN, told the Commission that he knew that Arab agitators went 
about in cars prior to the riots to arouse all villages to attack the Jews. 
He, therefore, expected the trouble which came. The rest of the 
evidence he desired to give in camera and the Commission agreed to this 
course. 

The Assistant District Commissioner of the Southern District 
declared that he expected trouble for a week prior to the riots. He was 
convinced that the action of Mr. Riggs, the Tel-Aviv Police Officer, in 
ordering the police to fire at the Arabs, who attacked Tel-Aviv, obviated 
a massacre in Tel-Aviv. He stated that he did not know of the definite 
existence of the Haganah, or the Jewish Self-Defence Corps. He could 
not recollect an interview with Jewish notables, who warned him of the 


| 


coming riots, although a report of the interview in the Hebrew Press of 


August 25rd was produced. 


Arab’s Counsel's Canard. 

Mr. SToxer, Counsel for the Arabs, attempted to impress the Inquiry 
Commission with the existence of a Jewish Self-Defence Corps and he 
produced a Hebrew book on the Corps, which was published in Tel-Aviv, 
During the proceedings it transpired, however, that the book referred 
only to the Jewish Self. Defence Corps in Ukraine. 

At the request of Mr. Stoker the Commission agreed to include in its 
records the Haycraft report on the Palestine riots in 1921, 


Evidence in Camera. 

Colonel MAVROGADATO, the Commandant of the Palestine Police, and 
Major SAUNDERS, the Acting Chief of the Police during the August riots, 
have given evidence in camera at the Inquiry Commission. Mr. P. 
RUTENBERG, the President of the Vaad Leumi, also gave his evidence in 
camera on Wednesday. Mr, LUKE, too, intimated his wish to give 
additional evidence in camera, 

Mr. Rutenberg's Evidence. 


On Wednesday, Mr. RUTENBERG, Chairman of the Vaad Leumi and 
managing director of the Palestine Electric Corporation, gave evidence 


before the Commission. safa that ‘prior to his departate for London 


early in August, he had received a “pathetic letter” from Rabbi Kook, 
deploring the undignified position in which tha Jews had been placed 
by the Government's amended regulations at the Wailing Wall and the 


Moslem alterations and construction there. He had warned Mr. Luke 


that the excitement among the Jews was becoming dangerous, and he 
tried, on the request of Mr. Luke, (who, however said hé thought the 
danger was exaggerated) to prevent amy demonstrations. He also 
told Mr. Luke that he foresaw an unavoidable clash if large crowds 
of Jews were allowed to congregate in Jerusalem on the Day of 
Lamentations, owing to what he called the provocative Arab attitude 
and the interference with worshippers at the Wall. Mr. Sacher had 
accompanied him ona visit tothe High Commissioner on October 11th, 
and they had both appealed against the Government’s unnecessary and 
humiliating ban on the blowing of the Shofar, without which, witness 
had said, the services might as well not have been held atall. It was 
the first time in centuries that the Government had interfered in the 
piace mode of prayer, particularly in such an integral part of Jewish 
worship. 

Replying to Mr. Lilley, the Arabs second Counsel, Mr. RUTENBERG 
said that the Jews had finally agreed to forego the blowing of the Shofar 
rather than risk Jewish lives. 


Mr. PREEDY catechised witness, who maintained that the banning of 


_ the Shofar was offensive to the Jews as it interfered with their form 


of prayer. 


Mr. RUTENBERG said he had @ formula for the solution of the Wailing 
Wall problem and was invited by the Commission to a confidential 
hearing to present his ideas, with a view to their possible inclusion in 


their report.

MORE OUTRAGES ON JEWS. 


AN ATTACK ON SAFED. 


An Arab policeman and an Arab watchman have been shot dead near 
Petach-Tikvah. In both cases Arabs are responsible for thecrimes. The 
Arab watchman fell a victim, it is thought, because he divulged the secret 
existence of bombs, which led to the arrest of several Arabs. The police- 
man was the victim of a family feud, but by some was also thought to 
have been connected with the discovery of the Arab bombs. 

In the old city in Jerusalem two Arabs have stabbed another Arab 
and have severely injured him. It is believed that the outrage was com- 
mitted in revenge of the murder of the Hebronite Arab peasant leader, in 
which the stabbed Arab was supposed to have been implicated. 

Arabs attacked an Arab and a Circassian policeman who had 
discovered arms in an Arab village, near Motza. The Circassian 
policeman was badly wounded. 

An Arab has attacked a Jew and severely injared him with a club 
at the entrance to a Jewish street in the Old City, in Jerusalem. 

Two Arab employees of an English firm in Haifa have attacked and 
beaten the Jewish driver of a car belonging to the same firm. 

Arabs have set fire at night to the house of the Jewish watchman at 
Rehoboth. 

Armoured cars and British troops engaged Arabs near Safed on 
Wednesday evening of last week. Firing was heard in Safed for two 
hours continuously, and much panic prevailed in the city. A British 
soldier was wounded and was taken to the Safed Hadassah Hospital, 


The First Jew Sentenced to Death. 


TRIAL OF ARAB VILLAGES. 


SECRET AMMUNITION STORES. 


Joseph Urfali, the first Jew to receive the death penalty since the 
beginning of the trialsin Palestine, was sentenced to death on Wednes- 
day atthe Jaffa Court of Criminal! Assize for the murder of two Arabs 
duriog the riots. 

The trial bas begun before Mr. Abramson of eight Arab villages, 
which are being charged collectively with having participated in the 
attack on the Jewish colony of Beertuviah in August. Should they be 
found guilty of the attack, they will be fined collectively. 

A Hebron Arab who was awaiting his trial on a charge of murdering 
Jews during the Hebron massacre, has died in prison. 

Quantities of rifles and revolvers have been found in Arab villages 
near Jerusalem. At Beyrout, too, the French authorities have discovered 
large stores of rifles, bombs, machine guns and ammunition, Many 
Arabs have been arrested. 

One of the Arab brigands, who recently attacked the Mizrah Kvutzah, 
has been found dead in a field and another wounded Bedouin brigand 
has been arrested at Beisan. 

Four Jews accused of the murJer of an Arab during the Jerusalem 
riots have been acquitted. 


The Attack on Dr. Ticho. 


GUVERNMENT OFFER OF REWARD. 


Several Arabs, suspected of the attack on Dr. Ticho, the Jerusalem 
eculist, who was stabbed last week, have been detained. Dr. Ticho him- 
self declares that he was the victim of an Arab outrage. 

A delegation of Jewish doctors has been received by Sir John 
Chancellor with reference to the attack on Dr. Ticho. The High Com- 
missioner promised to take all possible steps to trace the assailant. The 
Government has already cffered a reward of £2(0 for the discovery of the 
assailant, as so far, despite the large number of detained Arab suspects, 
the police have been unable to charge anyone with the crime, owing to 
the lack of evidence. 


Another Arab Exploit at the Wailing Wall. 


DESECRATI-N OF RELIGIOUS SYMBOLS. 


[From a Correspondent— JERUSALEM.) 

It any proof is needed that the Arabs do not regard the Wailing Wall 
as a Moslem Holy place they themselves have furnished it by their 
latest exploit. They painted at the entrance to the Wailing Wall, a Cross 
one metre long, and when the Jewish worshippers erased it, the Arabs 
promptly restored it. Needless to add, the Moslems would not tolerate a 
cross at their sanctuaries, and they obviously designed the Cross at the 
Wailing Wa!l in order to annoy the Jews, and to desecrate a Jewish 
sanctuary. The fact that the Moslems use a Cbristian holy symbol in 
this manner, also shows that in the waging of their political war they 
have as little respect for the Christian, as they have for the Jewish 


religion.

Strong speeches 
were made criticising the apparent indifference of the Government to 
the present situation. 

The Government is now dealing witha series of resolutions presented 
to Sir John Chancellor by Mr. P. Kutenberg, on behalf of the Vaad Leumi, 
regarding public safety measures. In the first place the Government 
has stationed permanently six British constables at Hederah, the scene 
ofthe recent murder of Mrs. F. Badash. The Government is also con- 
sidering measures for assuring the safety of other Jewish colonies. 


League Permanent Mandates Commission. 
—— 
SPECIAL SESSION ON PALESTINE. 
Thé Permahent Mandates Commission of the League of Nations, has 


decided, subject to the approval of the Council of the League, to hold a 
special session in March, to consider the British report on the Palestine 


disturbances and to réport on them to the Council of the League, which 
will meet in May. 


Cost of Protective Measures in Palestine. 
House or Commons, Tuesday. 
Mr. F. 8. Cocks (Lab., Broxtowe) asked the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer whether he would state the cost to the Treasury of the 
measures undertaken by the Government following the recent distarb- 
ances in Palestine. 
Mr. SNOWDEN said the estimated cost of the measures was approxim- 


ately £34,000. This figure, however, did not include the value of British 
stores issued or expended. 


It is, of course understood, that the cost will be borne by the 
Palestine Government. 


Re-opening of Hebrew University. 


THE CHANCELLOR AND MR. USSISHKIN. 


DR. MAGNES’'S DEFEATISM RESENTED. 


[From a Correspondent.— JERUSALEM. } 

The re-opening of the Hebrew University for the new educational 
year on Monday was marred by a sensational clash between the 
Chancellor, Dr. J. L. Magnes, and Mr. M. M. Ussishkin, Chairman of the 
Jewish National Fund. When Dr. Magnes, in the course of his opening 
speech, turned to topical events in Palestine, he declared that after all 
Palestine would not become either a Jewish or an Arab State, and that 
it was bound to become an International State. Mr. Ussishkin leapt to 
his feet and began to shout heatedly: “Enough!” Practically the whole 
audience applauded him, and the students began whistling anf booing 
Dr. Magnes. Finally Mr. Ussishkin left the hall exclaimg: “This is a 
scientific and not a political platform |" 

Dr. Magnes continued his speech declaring that despite the Hebron 
and Safed events the Jews could arrive at a spiritual understanding with 
the Arabs. The audience again began booing him, and he retorted by a 
remark that “the students were following in the tootsteps of their elders.” 
Dr. Magnes, however, failed to carry his audience with him, for at the 
conclusion of his speech only afew members of the Brith Shaiom Organisa- 
tion, including Dr. Arthur Rappin (a member of the Zionist Executive), 
and Dr. Bergman applauded him, bat the rest of the arndience booed. 

Since the return of Dr. Magaes to Palestine from Europe, unconfirmed 


_ rumours have been oitculated that he has been conducting unauthorised 


negotiations with Arab leaders wegarding an Arab-Jewish understanding, 
which involved big Jewish concessions to the Arabs. It must also be 
noted that many Arab leaders, on the advice of various friends from 
abroad, have declared themselves willing to recognise the Balfour 
Declaration provided that it is interpreted to mean that Palestine is only 
to be a spiritual centre for the Jews, without involving Jewish immi- 
gration and Jewish settlements there.

The condition of the Yemen Jews, who are 
exposed to untold humiliations and a life of practical slavery, is too 
well known to need re-telling, bat when, a month ago, a group of Yemen 
Jews made an attempt to leave for Palestine, they were arrested and 
thrown into prison. 

The reports of the Palestine events which reach Yemen are highly 
coloured and distorted, and the Jewish population of the country is living 
in a state of terror. Letters appealing for help have reached the leaders 
of the Yemenite Community of Palestine, begging the responsible Jewish 
authorities not to overlook the plight of their brethren left unprotected in 
a country ruled by Arab despots.

AN ARAB GRIEVANCE. 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM. } 


That the peasant Arabs who participated In the attacks on isolated 
Jewish settlements may have been led 46 do so becatise of their 
impoverished condition, particularly in the case of Arab hill-villages, is 

one of the hypotheses advanced here as a cause of the recent disturbances. 
For that reason the establishment of an Agricultural Bank in Palestine, 
which could afford loans at low rates of interest to Arab and Jewish 
cultivators who are unable to obtain credits from other sources is being 
favourably considered. I understand that the authorities support the 


idea as part of its policy in the future. In this way, a serious grievance 
among the Arabs would be removed. 


“ Colonisation Problems in Palestine.” 
LECTURE BY DR. WILKANSKY. 


Under the auspices of the Jewish National Fund a lecture oa 
“Colonisation Problems in Palestize” was delivered by Dr. Wilkansky, 
Director of the Palestine Agricultural Experimental Station, Palestine, at 
Swedenborg Hall, Hart Street, on Thursday evening in last week. Mr. 
Leopold Schen presided. 

The lecturer, who has been visiting Denmark, Holland, Germany and 
Switzerland for the purpose of studying agricultural institutions in those 
countries and problems of marketing as they could be applied to conditions 
in Palestine, outlined the specific difficulties encountered in Jewish 
colonisation work in Palestine which, he said, were bound up with the 
problem of land purchase. 

In the rebuilding of Palestine, three grave issues were to be con- 
sidered, he said, and these were immigration, colonisation, end land 
acquisition. If they had the money they could deal with sil those 
problems in a satisfactory manner. He pointed out that all colonies were 
dependent upon agricultural produce for existence. It was an absolute 
requisite that the Jewish colonists in Palestine should learn how tw be | 
self-supporting and also to learn how to dispose of their marketable com- 
modities. To make Palestine safe economically their goods must find a 
world market. They must colonise their land to make it productive on aa 
economic basis. At present they mustremember that they had no export 
market for their products, and an adequate market for their produce could 
only be secured by making sure that their Palestinian products were of a 
standard high enough to compete in the open world market. To-day, the 
essential problem to be faced, however, was the consolidation of existing 
colonies. The difficulties to be encountered in the purchase of land were 
explained by Dr. Wilkansky, who dealt with the various types of land 

that could be utilised for colonisation purposes, and the method of 
acquisition. There were three thousand Chalutzim waiting for land, he 
said. When they had placed them on the land in a sécure and economically 
sound position, then they would have the requisite conditions for a new

The Responsibility of the Jews. 
PROFESSOR EINSTEIN ON THE SITUATION IN PALESTINE. 


The French newspaper L’O£UVRE has an interview with 
Professor Einstein, in which he Geclared that the Jewish work of up- 
building Palestine was neither possible nor desirable, unless it proceeded 
from an understanding between the Jews and the Arabs. He was con- 
vinced that it was possible to find a solution to the Arab-Jewish problem 
agreeable to both sides, but above all, the Jewish people must realise the 
futility of resentment because of recent events in Palestine. Just as the 
Jews desired to be understood by others, so they must seek to understand 
the Arabs. “We have every confidence in the goodwill of the British 
people and its Government to try and find a just solution of the problem,” 
he said, “ but it must be remembered that it is for us, and us alone, to 
seek peace and the co-operation of the Arab people.” | 

Professor Einstein has stated, im an interview with the Paris Hart, 
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that the first Zionist demand to England must be that anti-Semitic 
officials should not be sent to Palestine. In his opinion, the Jews 
adopted an unwise policy as regards the Wailing Wall question, especially 
as the Jewish religion laid little stress on symbolic siguificance. 


Belgian Palestine Commiitec. 
.COMMUNICATED. } 


The Belgian Palestine Committee at its meeting on Wednesday of 
last week, unanimously passed a resolution deploring the recent events 
in Palestine, affirming its belief that the British Government will adbere 
tothe Mandate and expressing the hope that immediate steps will be 

taken to re-establish order in Palestine and that the Permanent Mandates 
Commission of the League of Nations will proceed at the earliest possible 
moment to examine the causes of the recent cccurrences in the light of 
the evidence supplied by the Commission of Inquiry. 

The resolution which it was decided to send to the British Govern- 
ment, the Belgian Foreign Minister, the President of the League of 
Nations Society and the President of the Permanent Mandates Commission, 
was signed by Mr. C. Magnette, President of the Senate, Mr. Emile 
Vandervelde, Mr. Jean Fischer, resident of the Zionist Organisation of 
Belgium, and a number of Professors of Brussels University and men and 
wcmen prominent in Belgian public life. 


Questions in Parliament. 


THE HEBRON MASSACRE. 


Col. WEDGWOOD (Lab., Newcastle-under-Lyme) asked the Under. 
Secretary for the Colonies if he had received any report on the conduct in 
the discharge of his duties of Mr. Cafferata, Chief of the Police at Hebron. 

Mr. W. LUNN (Under-Secretary) replied: Yes, Sir, I am informed 
that Mr. Cafferata showed conspicuous gallantry at ‘Hebron on the 24th 
August, when jhe kept an armed mob at bay single-handed and thus 
prevented further attacks on the Jews. He has been awarded the King's 
Police Medal in recognition of these services. | 

Col.s«WEDGWOOoD: Is he aware that Mr. Cafferata is charged with 
waiting for an hour and a half while the most horrible massacre of 
women and children went on before him before directing the police to fire. 

The SPEAKER intervened and called the next question. 

‘Col. WEDGWOOD asked the Under-Secretary for the Colonies if he 
would state how many Jews were arrested for carrying arms during 
the Arab rising; how mavy were sentenced and whether any were s.ill 
in prison for this « ffence. 

Mr, LUNN replied: I regret that I am not in a position to give the 
information asked for. I bave received no detailed statistics as to the 
particular ¢ ffences for which arrests were made during the disturbances. 

Col. WEDGWoopD: Will not my hon. friend make erquiries as to how 
many Jews were arrested for carrying arms in their own defence ” 

Mr. LUNN: I have already stated that ia my-opinion it is hardly 
advisable to call for inquiries of any kind duriag ths tims ‘the Com- 
mission of Irquiry is going on. 

Mr. THURTLE (Lab., Shoreditch) asked how it was possible to state 
whether the men were carying arms in their owa defence or otherwise. 

Casualties Figures. 

Sir JOHN POWER (Con., Wimbledon) asked the Under-Secretary for 
the Colonies if he could state the total number of persons killed and injured 
during the recent disturLances in Palestine. : 

Mr. LUNN replied: The casualties recorded up to September 24th 
were: killed 207, injured and treated in hospital 379. 


No Intention of / bandcning Mandate. 

Mr. BootubBy (Con., Aberdeen, E.) asked the Under-Secretary for the 
Colonies whether the present Government have issued any instructions 
to the High Commissioner of Palestine as to their policy in giving effect 
to the Mandate for Palestine, and whether it has been made clear to all 
Government cfficials in Palestine that His Majosty’s Government have 
no intention of abandoning the Mandate or seeking to vary its terms. 

Mr. LUNN replied: No general instructions have been specially 
issued to the High Commissioner by the present Government. As regards 
the second part of the question, the Government have publicly announced 
that they have no intention of abandoning the Mandate. 

Mr. BooTuBy: In view of the fact that confusion exists in the minds 
of the public and of the statements in the Press, will be not make it per- 
fectly clear what is the intention of the Government ? 

Mr. LUNN: I donot know where the confusion arises or where it existe, 
but Iam confident that there is not, nor will there be, any confusion after 
my answer this evening. 

Dr. SPERO (Lab., Fulham, W.) asked the Under-Secretary if he would 
state how many Jews and how many Arabs had been convicted of murder 
in Palestine since the year 1920 inclusive, up te the outbreak of the riots 
in August, 1929. 

Mr. LUNN: I regret that I could not furnish a return in the form asked 
for without reference to the High Commissioner. Its preparation would 
entail considerable labour upon the Palestine Government, which the 
Secretary of State is reluctant, in present circumstances, to ask them to 
undertake. 

Where was the "rans-Jordan Frontier For.e ? 


Com. KENWORTHY (Lab., Central Hall) asked the Under-Secretary for 
the Colonies, if he would state what use was made of the Trans-Jordan 
froutier force during the recent outrages and disorders in Palestine ; 
whether it was used to protect Jewish Colonies and Communities from 
attack and murder; and, if not, whether he would state the reason, seeing 
that the force was available for duty both in Palestine and Trans-Jordavia. 

Mr. LUNN: The Trans-Jorlan Frontier Force rendered valuable 
service, particularly in maintaining control of the Jordan valley and in 
protecting the valley of Jezreel and the Plain of Esdraelon where there

Jewish “Specials” Publicly Degraded. 

Mr. DE ROTHSCHILD (Lib., Isle of Ely) asked the Under-Secretary 
of State for the Colonies whether he was aware that on the 27:h August 
last at Jerusalem British subjects were dismissed from a public parade 
of duly enrolled special constables on the sole ground that they were Jews; 
what were the results of the investigation into this matter on the part of 
the Palestine Government and the Secretary of State: and whether he 
could give an assurance that any diecrimination of this character was 
disapproved by His Majesty's Goverrment. 

Mr. LUNN: I am aware that certain Special Constables of Jewish 
race, of whom some appear to be British subjects, were disarmed at 
Jerusalem on the 27th August. As it appears that evidence with regard 
to the action taken by the Palestine Government has been given before 
the Commission of Inquiry, my noble friend would prefer to await the 
report of the Commission before any general statement on the subject is 
made. 

Col. WrDGWooD asked whether the Grand Mafti was present at 
the parade at which these Jews were humiliated in this way. 

Mr. LuNN: The question on the paper has no relation to the Grand 
Mafti or to the Aiabs. Itis solely concerned with the Jewish Special 
Constables. 

Col. WEDGWOOD: Surely this was not the place to disarm them. 

Mr. LUNN replied that it would be seen from the evidence of the 
Acting Commissioner that he stated that in taking a painfal step he 
was concerned with the security cf life. 

Mr. Percy Harris (Lib., Bethnal Green, §.W.): Why was this 
done at a public parade ” 

Col. HOWARD. Bury (Con., Chelmsford): Was it not a case of saving 
the lives of other Jews ” 

Mr. LUNN did not answer. 

Recent Outrages. 

Captain AUsTIN Hvupson(Con., Hackney, N.) asked the Uoder Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies, whether his attention had been called to 
the events that occurred on 28.h October during an attack on a Jewish 
shopkeeper in the old city of Jerusalem, when a policeman present declined 
to inte: vene or protect life and property ; whether this refasal to act on 
the part of the policeman was the result of superior orders or bis own 
inaction; and whcther he would call for a special Report on this matter 
by cable. 

Mr. LUNN: I have received no report of any such incident. I see 
nO reason to telegraph for a special report; but a copy of the hon. and 
gillant member's question will be seat to the High Commissioner by mail. 

Col. WEDGWOOD asked whether, as these murders were atili going 
on, he would inquire into this definite case as to the inaction of the 
policeman in the matter of the defence of this man’s life. 

Mr. LUNN: I will consider that. 

Solicitude or Convicted Arabs. 

Co’. Howarp-Bury asked the Under-Secretary, of State for the 
Colonies, whether he would icqvire into the complaints made by the 
Arab population as to the heavy sentences inflicted on Arabs as 
compared with the sentences iofl cted on the Jews for similar crimes. 

Mr. LUNN: If the hon. and gallant member wil! bring specific cases 
to the notice of the Secretary of ‘State, he will consider whether they 
call for inquiry. 

Continuance o! Lawlessness in Palestine. 

Mr. ORMSBY-GORE (Con. Stafford) asked the Under-Secretary for the 
Colonies how many Jews had been murdered by Arabs in Palestine 
since 15th September and whether any Arabs bad been murdered by Jews 
in the same perio]; in how many cases had the murderers been arrested ; 
and whether police protection was now afforded to the Jews inthe areas 
where these recent murders had taken place. 

Mr. LUNN wrote in reply: I am not in a position to give the par- 
ticulars asked for, but I will inquire. I am satisfiod that the Palestine 
Government is doing its utmost to ; fford adequate police protection to all 
law-abiding persons.

Prize Distributions.

Miss NerTre ADLmR, J.P., L.C.C., presided on Sunday at the annua! 
distribution of prizes to the pupils attending the Hampstead Synagogue 
Classes. 


Miss ADLER, in her address, referred to the impending retirement of 

the Rev. A. A. Green. Mr. Green’s retirement, she said, wovsl be a loss 

not only to the Congregation to which he was attached but to the Jewish 
Community in London as a whole, She was sure she was voicing the 

sentiments of everybody in expressing the hope that Mr. Green would, 

despite his retirement, continue to give to them his help and inspiration 

as be had done during his Ministry. Miss Adier said thatthe teaching in 

the Classes and the teaching in the home should be one; and this applied 


particularly to the right attitude to adopt towards one’s neighbours, be 
they Jews or Gentiles. 


The Rev. A. A. GREEN, the Superintendent, giving his Report, said 
the chief feature of the past session was the improvement noted in the 
report of the Director of Jewish Education, Mr. Herbert M. Adler. The 
numbers at the Classes remained about the same, the“ Remove Class ” 
still functioned with great advantage. There still existed a tendency in 
some families to remove a boy from the Classes for quite long periods 
in order that he should be prepared for the ceremony of Barmitzvah. 
From every point of view, this was all wrong. The Religion Classes 
were never needed so much as during the months antecedent to the 
Barmitzvah. Ue proposed now to have the tonal accents taught in 
the Senior Classes as part of the regular curriculum, so that a boy could 
learn to intone any portion of the Pentateuch and needed only a little 
special looking after for this purpose when his Barmitzvah approached, 
The new subject need take but little time each week and the girls in the 
Class might learn the intonation at the same time. It would help their 
reading and their accentuation especially, and would add an interest to 
their following of the service in the Synagogue. 


Mr. JOHN LEW!1s, in proposing a vote of thanks to the Superintendent 
and Teaching Staff, said that the reports of Mr. Herbert Adler were a 
handsome tribute to the efficiency with which the Classes were conducted. 
The success of the Classes had been largely due to Mr. Green, whose 
retirement would leave a void which it would be very difficult for 
them to fill..

University of London Jewish Students’ Union. 
THE JEWISH STUDENTS’ COMMON ROOM. 


At meetings of the Union held on the 3rd and 17th inst., the question 
as to what attitude the Union should take towards the Jewish Students’ 
Common Room recently inaugurated at 28, St. John’s Wood Road, was 
discussed. The following resolution was adopted by a large majority : 

That the U.L.J.8.U. records its appreciation of the efforts of those Jewish 
institutions associated in tue Couneil of the Jewish Students’ Common Room 
towards the provision of social amenities for the Jewish student in London, 
and will associate itself with the work of that Council as soon as.more central 
headquarters have been found, provided always that the work of the Council 
remains restricted to social service spheres only, and provided also that ample 
facilities wil! be given to the U.L.J.8.U. to function as such within the Common 
Room, and that no attempt will be made to organise the individual students 
availing themselves of the privileges afforded by the Common Room into a 
definite corporate entity fanctioning as distinct from the existing U.L.J.8.U. 

The resolution incorporates the safeguards which the Union deems 
essential before it can agree to associate itself with an otherwise 
extremely desirable scheme, and in recommending those who are most 
directly concerned to pay carefal attention to its considered policy, the 
Council of the U.L.J.S.U. expresses the hope that the difficulties at 
present in the way of complete co-operation will be soon surmounted, 
and that nothing will be done which might in any way prejudice the 
natural development of the Union which has steadily he!d its own ever 
since its formation ten years ago. 

At a’ meeting of the Union held on Sunday evening at Jews’ College, 
Dr. Morris Ginsberg, M.A., delivered a lecture on “ Racial Differences.”

At least there appears to be relief on the Stock Exchange 
that the competition of the new Conversion issue is out of 
the way. This, at any rate, seems to be reflected in the gilt- 
edged section. Investors, however, still seem to be in dubious 
mood as to the course of stock- markets in the immediate future. 
Although the recent forced selling from New York has died down 
there continues to be distrust as to the real position while Wall 
Street remains on short sessions. Until more normal conditions 
prevail there are likely to be fears entertained that lines of shares 
are hanging about. The idea that any marked lifting of prices 
may bring forward further liquidation is undoubtedly keeping 
business more or less at a standstill. It is, therefore, fairly certain 
that until the international situation is clearer little fresh 
trading will develop, with the result that irregular movements 
are to be expected. The belief that the open position here is of 
small proportions gives cause for satisfaction, but public interest 
is hardly to be anticipated while the atmosphere is at all charged 
with nervousness. Despite the fact that markets give the 
impression of having bottomed, operators are disposed to proceed 
with caution as it is possible that disconcerting jolts may yet 
be experienced. 
Conversion Loan Results. 

Owing to the unfavourable impression created by the placing of 
£30,000,000 of the new 5 per cent. Conversion Loan at 99} per cert. while 
subscriptions were being invited at par, dealings which started in the partly- 
pid stock on Monday last were of a. very uninteresting character. Business 
was done at } discount, but the quotation has since improved to par. The 
recovery in the price, however, did not take place until after the results were 
meade known. Undoubtedly the success of the loan wes much greater than

had been expected. Subscriptions for cash amounted to £154,000,000 and — 


£79,000,000 in Treasury “‘C'’ Bonds tendered for conversion meade a total 
of £223.000,000. The former will provide a big margin over the £30,000,000 
necded to cover the January maturities, and emphasise the unnecessary 
caution to secure the subscription for that amount. In fact, the whole of 
the yeor's maturities have been provided for, and the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer is left with over £65,000,000, which should be available for 
reducing the floating debt. To what proportions the additional right to 
exchange in the New Year out of the 5 per cent. War Loan will attain will 
b> awaited with interest. This, it will be remembered, depends upon the 
presentation of allotment letters of the new Conversion Loan to an amount 
equivalent to War Loan stock to be converted. It seems possible that the 
succe’s of the loan wil) gredually make for a more favourable opinion of its 
investment worth. 
Foster Clark Progress. 

Converted into a public undertaking in June, 1928, continued progress 
is shown by Foster Clark, Ltd. The business is an old-established one 
founded in 1889, and the company is well-known for its custards and Eiffel 
Tower lemonzde. A large number of other food specialities are also produced. 
Results which cre now shown for the year ended September 26th last are 
of a decidedly encouraging character. A net profit of £157,979 is reported, 
comparing with £152,128 for 1927-28. With £4,883 more brought into the 
accounts, the available balance is £10,734 larger at £218,698. The distri- 
bution on the Ordinary capital of £350,000 in 10s. shares is maintained at 
35 per cent. There is also £100,000 in 74 per cent. (tax free) Cumulative 
Preference shares of £1. A transfer of £20,000, being double that of a year

Orders have been coming in through a New York banking 
undertaking of considerab!e standing, which has an office in the City. Owing 
to conditions in America, the persistent demand from this source has aroused 
a good deal of curiosity. It is betieved in some quarters that this operation 
signifies an attempt at securing control, and Jatterly a rather serious view 
has been taken of the position. Dealers look upon the buying as likely to 
leave the market with an inadequate supply of shares, and for this reason 
it is regarded as being dangerous. Demand has shifted recently from the 
shares of one important group of Malayan companies to another, which is 
taken to irdic te it is of well calculated character. There is no market for 
these shares on the New York curb market, and naturelly there is quite a 
lot of speculation here as to the real purpose of these share absorptions. 
That they have been of considerable proportions is clearly evident from the 
reports circulating in the market. As all the companies se!ected for these 
operations are very important to the future for tin, there appears to be some 
need for close attention to the buying development that is in hand.

Defendant said he was satisfied with him, and paid him 10s. for that 
work, and agreed to pay him 15s. a week. During the following week he 


worked until the Friday, and he then told defendant that he would not be . 


in to work on the Saturday and Sunday, because of the Jewish festivals. 
Defendant then gave him the sack and deducted half of his wages for not 


_going in on the Saturday and Sunday. Defendant said it was true that he 


agreed to pay him 15s. after he had been a few days on trial, but on the 
Friday plamtiff said he would net be in on the Saturday or Sunday, and he 
(defendant) told him he would have to get somebody else to do his work 
on those two days, and asked if he was prepared to pay for a relief hand 
out of his wages and he said he was. Meanwhile, he had to engage a relief 
hand, and paid him 7s. ¢d. The Registrar held that plaintiff had dismissed 
himself, but at the same time he thought 7s: 6d. for a relief hand’ was rather 
excessive. He thought 2s. 6d. was quite enough, and would therefore enter 
judgment for plaintiff for the balance of 4s., and costs on that scale. 


Son Sues Father.On Friday, at the Whitechapel County Court, 
Harry Marcus, of 61, Exmouth Street, Stepney, sued his father, Marks 
Marcus, of 15, Quaker Street, Whitechapel, for the return of £21 10s. 
Plaintiff stated that seven years ago he was appointed Collector to the 
Hebrew United Lodge of the Grand Order of Israel, his father then depositing 
£25 10s. with the Society as security. He repaid his father £21 10s. of that 
sum, and eventually the Society took out a fidelity bond for him and returned 
the £25 10s. tohim. He told his father of this and the latter wrote to the 
Society asking for the £25 10s. which they had already paid to the plaintiff. 
As a result of an arbitration, the Society had to pay his father the £25 10s. 
and they would deduct this amount from his wages. Plaintiff claimed 
the return of the £21 10s. which he paid to his father. Judge Cluer gave 
judgment for the defendant, with costs. -

put on the market ao fur-drying machine. Goldstein had previously been 
in business as a furrier and was making up some old stoek in order to put 
more capital into the partnership. The debt in question had been incurred 
by Goldstein privately, and he did not now know where Goldstein was. 
Judge Cluer gave judgment for the defendants with costs.

ment with hard labour fer attempting to pick pockets among theatre crowds, 
They denied the charge.

The Plinius Players’ Revue. 


At the Embassy Theatre, Swiss Cottage, last Sunday evening, that 
energetic and ambitious company of amateurs, the Plinius Players, gave 
a performance of their revue “ Plinius Playtime,” to augment the collec- 
tion of “Mentor” for the Jewish Branch of the Children’s Country 
Ifolidays Fund. There was an excellent attendance, the theatre being 
practically full. In the printed programme was a message from “ Mentor,” 
which ran: “I never ask! I never grumble! I never forget the 
Kiddies—now you go and do the rest!” The public bad done its duty 
faithfully and well by filling the theatre; it only remained for the 
Plinius Players to “do the rest.” And right well they didit. Judged by 
professional standards a certain amount of fault could b2 foand with the 
Players and their bright little show. Indiscriminate praiss would 
probably be unwelcome to such a crowd of enthusiasts. A great amount 
of care and original thought had, however, obvicusly been spent on the 
show. The dancing of Miss Edna Anderson and Mr. Jack Gregory was 
consistently good and virile; the singing of Miss Tilly Hart and Mr. John 
Goulston was pleasing; and {he cross-talk of Messrs. Bernard Kszak and 
Ronnie Limburg was always funny. Mr. Norman Rayne, who staged and 
directed the show, is to be heartily congratulated on his <fforts. The 
sketches were produced by Mr. Bernard Kazak and the costumes designed 
by Miss Irma Brook. The Playtime Band was conducted by Mr. Percy 
Winner. 

During an interval, Mr. J. Bernberg, the Secretary of the Jewish 
Branch cf the Children’s Country Holidays Fand, thanked the Plinius 
Players and all who had made “ Plinius Playtime” suchta success. It 
was a happy day, said Mr. Bernberg, amid applause, when “ Mentor ” of 
THE JEWISH CHRONICLE became the spokesman in Jewry for the “ Kiddies 
of the Slums.’’ There was perhaps no greater joy than the knowlcdge 
that this year over 2,500 poor Jewish children from the back-alleys of 
London were afforded life-giving, health-renewing holidays by the sea or 
country-side.

MUSIC. 


Suggia— 

There are some artists whom cne would not have otherwise than as 
they are, and on her day Suggia is ene of them. It was her day at the 
Wigmore Hall on Tuesday. The cccasional roughness in her playing only 
serves to humanise it, and there is no artist who cen put more emotien into 
her playing at less cost then Suggia cen. For, volcenic as her feeling is, 
nothing appears to suffer, neither the necessities of tecknique nor the niceties 
of interpretation. ‘The work is always a perfect whole, however intensely 
perticuler parts of it are felt. Even her passicnate interpretation of the 
opening theme of Beethoven's Op. 69 did not, by scme miracle, unbalance 
the general lightness of the sonata—e ecnata in which, incidentally, Beethoven 
gave a great idea to Ceser Frenck. For in the last movement Franck, by 
altering two notes and developing accordingly, produced a magnificent 
melcdy where Beethoven for once failed to see it. 

Suggia’s perfect pertner at the pirno has yet to be found—perhaps 
has yet to be born. Luiz Costa would be no mere accompanist to any 
ordinary ‘cellist, he would play his equal part in the sonata, but playing 
with Suggia there were occasions when the perfect belance was lost through 
no fault of either artist, but simply because of the gigantic personality of 
Suggia’s playing. Their phrasing and the co-ordination of their rubato, too, 
was excellent, and we had the unusual spectacle of two Latins adding fire 
to the Teutonic furnaces of Beethoven and Brahms. The Brahms’ sonatas, 
by the way, were the charming Op. 38 and the rightly popular Op. 99. 


—and Aranyi. 


It was a great concert, and only an hour end a half afterwards Yelli 
d’Aranyi followed it in the same hal]. She is another of the few front-rank 
artists whose technique is ecquircd for the better expression of immortal 
music rather than for self-gratification. An interesting programme started 
with Corelli's “ La Folia.” Then came Bach's unaccompanied Sonata No. 5. 
It is only when the violin is a solo instrument that the full gamut of its 
expressiveness is revealed, for the accompaniment of a percussive instrument 
like the piano gives a false value to the violin by contrast and one is never 
able to hear it as the string ar 
d’Aranyi. In spite of the rather unfavourable weather conditions there 
was scarcely a flaw in intonation, and the Fugue was a triumph. Stravinsky's 
Pulcinella Suite, founded on themes by Pergelesi, was a very intriguing 
diversion, and the recita] ended with eight of the Brahms-Joechim Hungerian 
Dances. Who but d’Aranyi should interpret these for ug? And who but

The Concert Ciab. 


The object of the Concert Club is to stimulate interest in music 
and to obtain a wide and stable audience, drawn from lovers of music 
for whom the usual concert prices have been too high. Employees’ clubs 
connected with the big business houses, students’, teachers’ and other 
professional! and socia! organisations are cligible for membership and are 
invited to subscribe for biocks of seats at the Courtauld-Sargent Concerts 
at the Queon'’s Hall at reduced prices varying trom 1s. 61. to 5s. Seven 
handred seats are always available to the public at the usual concert 
rates. This praiseworthy attempt to provide cheap soap and water for 
the musically unwashed did not seem to have affected the personnel of 
the audience at Wednesday's concert, for they sat usmurmuring through 
the hour and a quarter's dullness that was Bruckner’s Eighth Symphony, 
and behaved impeccably. 

Aw Sttendant advantage of such an organisation is that with a 
guaranteed subscription they can afford to make musical experiments, 
and bad as the work was we are certainly Mdebted to them for having 
undertaken thebeavy task of giving the first performance in England of 
Bruckser's Eighth Symphony. The programme states that “ Anton 
Bruckber's name may be coupled with those of Beethoven and Brahms as 
oue of the greatest symphonic composers of alltimes.” This is frankly 
not only rubbish, but pernicious rubbish, for it does not give 
Bruckner a chance. This Symphony has been dubbed “The Tragic,” 
an epithet which has an unintended significance ; for Bruckner was 
obviously a sincere man, & musical scholar, and technically a suc- 
cessful innovator, but however deeply he may have felt things he 
was quite incapable of expressing them. The Symphony is inarticulate 
because the thematic material, however cleverly it is scored, and how 
ever conscientiously developed, never comes to life. The Symphony is 
supposed to express the internal struggle that has obsessed so many 
cqmposers since Becthoven’s ill-advised words “Fate knocking at 
the door,” but whether the “intellect” or the “soul” wins one is 
left cold. There is a certain amount of rather abortive humour in the 
soherzo, hut the adagio in the form of a prayer is twenty-five minutes of 
sackcloth and ashes, and one feels, that whea the prayer is eventually 
answered by the divine power it is out of sheer desperation. In the last 
movement all the themes are gathered together and played contra- 
puntally in the manner of Palestrina; but we remain unimpressed— 
except by the immense labours of the conductor and orchestra. The 
L.8.0, bad obviously rehearsed well, and Otto Kiemperer’s first visit to 
this country will, I hope, be the first of many. Space alone forbids 
detailed commendation of the performance. F. G. 8. 

The Ph tharmon'e. 

It seemed a somewhat obvious programme that the Royal Philharmonic 
Society chose for their orchestral concert last week, but the subtlety was 
supplied by Eugen Szenkar fine conducting and the orchestra's equally 
fine performance. Mr. Szenkar’s method of leading an orchestra seems 
to be to instil into them the idea that anything slipshod or vulgar would 
seriously endanger their conductors health; and burdened with such a 
responsibility, fine players as they are, the orchestra would simply collapse 
in shame should they lapse in taste. Mr. Szenkar obviously enjoyed 
the Kodaly Suite, “ Hary Janos,” and so did everybody else. This 
delightful work was given in just the right spirit, my only complaint being 
that the viola solo, which announces the theme at the opening of Part 3, 
was given with a wooden self-consciousness, as it were “ by rote.’ It is the 
fashion to say rude things abeut Tchaikovsky and to dwell wpon his megalo- 
mania, but Mr, Szenkar’s reading of the famous “ Pathetique'' 8; 
ought to have shown all present that the Russian was a great composer, 
even though bewildered by his own vision and apt to serve up his burning 
thoughts im raw spirit. Mr. Szenkar also secured a very admirable

superb combination of power and sensitiveness. He opened with the 
Schumann Sonata in G minor, and his i ion of the Andantino 
movement was so beautiful that the audience forget about their coughs 
and colds, forgot their physical selves, until the boisterousness of the Scherzo 
brought them back to earth and a consciousness of their bodily afflictions. 
And to think how often we have been bored stiff by pianists playing this 
same work! In his version of Beethoven's ‘‘Appassionata "’ Sonata we had 
a performance that will not be easily fergotten. Somehow he caught the 
compelling bigness of the greatest of all composers, the tremendous vitality 
and the all- vanquishing ess of a Prometheus unbound. I have
